Draper, was found by 4 neigh- 
bor in a field behind the Drap- 
er home, 7314 Hazelwood ave- 
nue. The neighbor, Melvern 
Jones, 8830 Heather lane beat 
‘the dogs off with a club. He 
was attacked by a vicious dog, 
but managed to pick up the 
child’s mangled- body. 

Police, members of the Civil 
Defense organization and many 
‘outraged neighbors armed with 
rifles. and shotguns searched 
the area in an effort to find 
and kill the dogs. The bodies of 
11 animals were brought to 
the quarters of the Animal 
Protective Association. 

Two Others Captured, 


Two other dogs, one slight- 
ly wounded, also were taken 
there. One of the latter, a 
black cocker~spaniel, was the 
only one bearing a collar and 
identification tag. It was not 
believed to have been a part 
of the pack and its owner will 
be notified. 

The child walked out of the 
Draper home shortly after 8 
a.m. Later Mrs. Draper was 
unable to find him and tele- 
phoned the Jones home to in- 
quire if Mark had gone there, 
as he frequently did. Jones 
was told by a neighbor that 
a pack of ddgs was barking in 
a field between his home and 
the Draper house. He went out- 
side to investigate and found 
the body surrounded by seven 
to 10 snarling dogs. 

Jones said he did not recog- 
nize any member of the pack 
as a neighborhood dog. He ex- 
pressed the opinion the pack 
had formed from unwanted ani- 
mals set free along nearby 
Lindbergh boulevard by former 
owners. Jones described the 
dogs in the pack as “large and 
black.” Several of the animals 
shot resembled pack members, 
he said. 

Approximately 150 armed 
men hunted dogs in three 
groups in an area bounded by 
the Lincoln-Mercury plant, 
Graham road, Frost avenue and 
Lindbergh boulevard. Word of 
the fatal attack on the boy 
spread through Berkeley and 
Ferguson, where hunting par- 
ties were formed. . Two heli- 
ecopters flew over the area in 
the search for dogs. 


Lambert Field Chase. 

A group of about 50 armed 
men chased two dogs on Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field and shot 
them. David Leigh, airport 
manager, indignantly ordered 
the men to leave and closed 
the field to all aircraft until 
it was cleared, , 

In leaving the field, the 
searchers crossed private prop- 
erty of McDonnell Aircraft 
Corp., and were accosted by 
company guards, who escorted 
them out of the area. 

The father of the boy, told 
the Post-Dispatch he and neigh- 
bors had reported packs of 
dogs roaming through their 
property.

Instead, the com- 
mittee placed responsibility al- 
most entirely on private indi- 
viduals and institutiors, It did 
suggest, however, that “Gov- 
ernment agencies” should take 
part in programs to recognize 
outstanding teachers. . 
In releasing the 20,000-word 
report, the President described 
it as “an excellent statement 
of educational goals and needs.” 
“IT hope it will be widely read 
and that it will stimulate a 
wider understanding of the im- 
portance of excellence in our 
educational system.”

‘Reply to U.S. Note. 

Tass said the Soviet note was 
a réply to a United States Gov- 
erhment note of May 8. 

“The Soviet government has 
restated that the measures car- 
ried out by the United States 
to speed up the arming of some 
NATO countries, and in par- 
ticular the Federal Republic of 
Germany, with nuclear weap- 
ons and missiles entailed ex- 
tremely dangerous consequen- 
ces for peace and were incom- 
patible with the tasks before 
the conference of the foreign 
ministers and the summit con- 
ference,” Tass said.

Robert E. Kemp of Lemay 
yesterday pleaded guilty of 
reckless driving in an accident 
last March in which his auto- 
mobile struck and seriously in- 
jured two Arnold (Mo.) sisters. 
He was fined $100 and given 
a suspended two-year jail sen- 
tence. : 

The plea was made before 
Washington County Magistrate 
Joseph McNamee of Potosi, 
Mo., who took the case on a 
change of venue from Jeffer- 
son county. He ordered Kemp 
placed on probation for two 
years. 

William B. Milfelt, prosecut- 
ing attorney of Jefferson coun- 
ty, said Kemp agreed to make 
payments of $20 a month to 
the parents of the two girls 
his car struck. The payments 
will continue at least as long as 
the probationary -period,* and 
probably longer, Milfelt said. 

In placing Kemp on proba- 
tion, Judge McNamee told him 
he was free only on condition 
of good behavior. The judge 
warned him that his probation 
could be revoked for an arrest 
on a charge as minor as peace 
disturbance and that he would 
be required to serve the jail 
sentence. 

Kemp’s car struck Julia and 
Donna Ellis, 8 and 9 years old, 
respectively, as they were walk- 
ing on the shoulder of Old 
Lemay Ferry road, near their 
home. They are the children of 
Mr. and Mrs. Clarence Ellis. 

Julia’s right leg was ampu- 
tated at the scene by Dr. How- 
ard W. Soman, an osteopath. 
Kemp was traveling north 
when the automobile went out 
of control on a curve and 
struck the children, who were 
walking south. 

Donna was knocked aside, 
but Julia’s leg was caught in 
the rear bumper and she was 
dragged 60 to 70 feet. The car 
came to a stop in some sap- 
lings in a creek bed on the op-

KARUSHCHEV'S | 


ALBANIA TRIP 
BAFFLES THES 


By LEWIS GULICK 
WASHINGTON, May 23 (AP) 
—Nikita S. Khrushchev’s rea- 
son for going to Albania Mon- 
day are something of a mystery 
to Washington experts. 


The Soviet Premier plans to | & 
visit the Balkan satellite coun- | 


try from May 25 to June 6, ac- 
cording to Moscow’s announce- 
ment. 

Khrushchev likes to travel 
and has never been to Albania 
before. These motives for 
his trip are understandable 
enough. 

They do not explain why he 


intends to spend two weeks in 
a comparatively isolated coun- 
try the size of Maryland with 
a population of only 1,500,000. 

For the moment, the guess- 
ers are hard put to come up 
with a logical explanation. 

The Russian chief has just 
returned from an extended 
Crimean vacation, so it would 
not seem that he needs another 
rest along the blue water of 
the Adriatic Sea. 

He will be away from Mos- 
cow on May 27, the deadline of 
the original Soviet ultimatum 
on Berlin. That might be taken 
as a move to de-emphasize the 
threat. Yet this is a lot ‘of 
traveling to make his point, 

Reports. reaching Washing- 
ton carry no word of domestic 
trouble brewing within Albania 
so serious as to require special 
first-hand attention from the 
head of the Soviet empire. Al- 
bania has long been a stable 
unit in the Communist bloc. 

4f Khrushchev is thinking of 
approaching Yugoslavia’s Mar- 
shal Josip (Tito) Broz, neigh- 
boring Albania would hardly 
seem the place to start from. 
Yugoslavia and Albania have 
been at odds since Tito split 
with the Kremlin 10 years ago. 

It is possible Khrushchev 
wants to dramatize Moscow’s 
interest in Albania, the only 
satellite country not connected 
by land with the rest of Iron 
Curtain empire. 

He may wish to show per- 
sonal backing in Albania’s cur- 
rent riff with Italy. He may 
want to shake his fist at Italy 
and at Albania’s back door 


American rockets. 

Even so, it seems in Wash- 
ington that Khrushchev could 
get such tasks out of the way 
from Moscow or with a brief 
stopover in Albania instead of 
a two weeks’ junket..

The last of the foreign mis- 
sionaries, mostly Americans 
and West Europeans, were ex- 
pelled from Red China by the 
end of 1955.

Several scores 
of native Chinese priests and 
bishops were jailed and pun- 
ished, some of them dying, 
while the rest of the Catholic 
clergy and people were told 
to cut all ties with the Pope, 
L’Osservatore Romano said.

accepters of consecration as 
bishops are excommunicated, 
Civilta Cattolica said.

‘In the opinion of the pres- 
ent management,” Boas as- 
serted, “there is no question 
whatever about the fund’s ‘sol- 
vency or its ability to meet 
the terms and provisions of its 
outstanding shares, and the 
fund is in excellent condition.” 

Law Firm Retained. 

He added that the Managed 
Funds board of directors had 
retained the law firm of Bryan, 
Cave, McPheeters & McRob- 
erts to advise the board “as to 
the rights of the fund to re- 
cover any sums from any of 
the persons or organizations 
involved in the activities giv- 
ing ‘rise to the SEC charges.” 

A major charge by the SEC 
was that Hilton Slayton and 
his cousin, Hovey E. Slayton, 
who was vice president of 
Managed Fwnds, had through 
another firm, Slayton Asso- 
ciates, Inc., engaged in im- 
proper division of brokerage 
fees under a contract with 
Stephen M. Jaquith, a New 
York broker. Hovey Slayton 
also resigned from Managed 
Funds last May 3. 

“The fact of the existence of 
this contract with Jaquith and 
the division of brokerage fees 
was never made known to the 
directors of Managed Funds at 
any time,” Boas said.

His manager is a man of 
many contradictions. Money 
is of little importance to 
D’Amato. His wants are few. 
He wants everything for 
Floyd. 

He poses as the savior of 
the game that is his whole 
life, and it’s no doubt a sin- 
cere belief. He wants boxing 


| to be simon pure. He wants 


to drive out the devils which 
have beset the fist-fighting 
game, 

He is the plumed knight on 
the white charger,in his own 
estimation, In his opinion, 
his thoughts are as pure as 
the driven snow. 

And yet many of his ac- 
tions are such as to cause 
veteran observers to catch 
their breath. 

He helped to arrange the 
bout between Pete Rade- 
macher, a rank amateur, and 
Patterson for the champion- 
ship in Seattle. He contended 
that Rademacher was a fit 
opponent for the titleholder 
and he helped to put over 
the promotion which resulted 
in a profit of $250,000 to Pat- 
terson and D’Amato and a 
loss for nearly everybody else. 

After a pitiful showing by 
Rademacher, Cus announced 
to the world that Pete could 
have beaten any other heavy- 
weight: in the business that 
night, except Patterson. 


mioon refunded only $12.40 for Harris Fight 


Then D’Amato agreed to 
have Patterson fight Roy 
Harris, the Cut and Shoot 
(Tex.) schoolteacher at Los 
Angeles under the promotion 
of Bill Rosensohn, new to the 
fight business but an ener- 
getic young man, intent upon 
entering the hazardous box- 
ing arena. 

Again the contract called 
for Patterson to get $250,000, 
plus other percentages from 
closed-theater television and 
motion picture rights, out of 
which D’Amato agreed to 
guarantee Harris $100,000. 

Now the thought of a cham- 
pion guaranteeing his oppo- 
nent a certain amount of 
money is virtually unheard 
of in boxing. In the open, at 
least. If any one of a number 
of old-line managers had 
made the same sort of deal, 
there would have been an 
outcry from one end of the 
country to the other. But 
D'Amato is D’Amato. To the 
pure, everything is pure. 

He embellished the pub- 
licity for the Harris fight by 
criticizing the Texan for his 
failure to help out in the 
ballyhoo for the match. He 
declared the trouble was that 
Harris had been guaranteed 
the large sum of money, win, 
lose or draw, and that, there- 
fore, Roy was not interested 
in how many people attended. 

Well, Patterson won and 
Rosensohn escaped by the 
skin of his teeth with a small 
profit. 

Now D’Amato wanted to 
fulfill his fighter’s ambition 
to fight more often and he 
cast about for another oppo- 
nent. 

Ingemar Johansson of Swe- 
den seemed to fill the bill. 
He had just surprised the 
boxing world by a one-round 
knockout of Eddie Machen, 
California heavyweight. So 
Cus sent Rosensohn to Swe- 
den to sign the match. After 
much dickering the contest 
was arranged for Yankee 
Stadium, Jane 25. 


And Then London 


Hard upon the heels of the 
signing of the contract, how- 
ever, D'Amato decided that 


the 


Patterson should be entitled 
to a tuneup bout, so he cast 
about for a sacrificial lamb 
and hit upon Brian London, 
who had just lost the Eng- 
lish championship to Henry 
Cooper. 


Cooper had been offered 
the bout first but when he 
upped his price from $75,000 
to $140,000, Cus crossed him 
off the list and signed with 
the defeated London, agree- 
ing to pay Brian $60,000 plus 
about $15,000 for expenses. 
Patterson would take the 
television and radio receipts 
and enough of the gate 
money to realize about $250,- 
000 from the deal. 


Again the champion 
agreed to pay his opponent 
and again there was much 
lifting of eyebrows, but little 
else because D’Amato is 
D’Amato. He has sold the 
public on his honesty and 
who dares to doubt his word 
that everything is strictly on 
the up and up? 


But now the naive Swede, 
Johansson, tossed<a bomb- 
shell into the picture; He 
had written a book in which 
he declared that he had been 
ordered by D’Amato to sign 
an American manager to do 
his business in this country. 
The manager was an old 
friend of Cus, one Harry 
Davidow. D’Amato suggested 
that Johansson sign a five- 
year contract with Davidow, 
giving him 3314 per cent of 
his earnings in the United 
States. 


This Johansson refused to - 


do, but he did agree to give 
Davidow 10 per cent of his 
earnings. 


Johansson’s manager 
record is his father. 


When this proposed deal 
with Davidow came to light, 
there was an uproar in New 
York and the commission of 
that state investigated. After 
listening to testimony, Davi- 
dow was ordered out of the 
picture and Johansson was 
told that it was perfectly all 
right for his father to act as 
manager—if he needed one.

Who? Me? 


D'Amato, as usual, con- 
tended he had no financial 
interest in Johansson and 
had no idea of having any 
such thing. : 

But can you imagine the 
hue and cry if, say, Jack 
Kearns tried to do the same 
thing? Or Jack Hurley? 

And to go back to the Pat- 
terson-London fight in Indi- 
anapolis. When London ar- 
rived in this country, he was 
in hiding from everybody 
until] he was discovered work- 
ing in the gymnasium owned 
by D'Amato. 

D’Amato also assigned an 
old friend to act as London's 
trainer for his fight with 
Patterson and the trainer, no 
doubt, did the best job he 
could. But think of the im- 


_ plications, the possible im- 
' pressions. 


Cus was very solicitous as 
to the welfare of London and 
his party in Indianapolis; too, 
and wanted to be sure that 
the Englishman got a fair 
shake in everything, London 
did, by the way, including a 
knockout by Patterson and a 
helping hand off the floor. 

Now Whitey Bimstein, one 
of the best trainers in this 
country, has been assigned 
to condition Johansson for 
his meeting with Patterson, 
Bimstein’s ability is unques- 
tioned. It’s to be hoped, 
though, that his services were 
recommended by sources 
other than the manager of 
Johansson's opponent. 

D'Amato, with stubble cut 
to his white hair, looks in 
amazement at anyone who 
dares to question his motives 
or his methods. 

But some of the alleged 
bad boys of the ring must 
wonder just what would hap- 
pen to them if they even 
thought of doing the things 
that the plumed knight does 
with little question and less 
regard for competitive pro- 
priety.

The Authority is preparing to open bids 
on 16 turbogenerators with a total capac- 


ity of 6,100,000 kilowatts, offering of 
unprecedented size. If all the units 
sheuld be purchased, the t might be 
in the neighborhood of $180,000,000; ‘the 


number of wnits that actually will be 
bought im the near future will depend 
on what Congress and the White House 
do about financing legislation and on 
other factors. 


There have been hints of a presiden- 
tial veto if Congress passes a measure 
satisfactory to. TVA. If it comes to that, 
the issue will again be raised as to how 
far Republicans opposed to public power 
are willing to go to injure the New Deal 
agency. 

For the last four years TVA has been 
seeking an acceptable means of financing 
the generating capacity necessary for its 
expanding needs, and in that time Some 
of the agency’s partisan opponents have 
drifted away. This has encouraged TVA 
officers to think they may get legisla- 
tion in time to offset partially the forth- 
eoming power shortage in the area. 


FRIENDS of the agency list these 
“enemies” as now in positions of less or 
no influence: former Secretary of the 
Treasury George M. Humphrey; former 
Budget Director Joseph M. Dodge; for- 
mer Attorney General Herbert Brownell, 
and Sherman Adams, formerly the As- 
sistant to the President. Another former 
Budget Director, Rowland Hughes, has 
died. Herbert D. Vogel has turned out 
to be less of an ogre than some thought 
when he was appointed TVA chairman 
in 1954. The position of Lewis L. Strauss 
has been weakened whether or not he is 
eonfirmed as Secretary of Commerce. 

The need of the Authority, which since 
1953 has been denied appropriations for 
mew generating capacity, appears clear 
enough. A recent House committee re- 


port states: 


“The power supply situation in TVA’s 
market area has become critical ... 
The testimony of TVA’s manager of 
power, G. O. Wessenauer, is that in 
the winter of 1961-1962 TVA faces a 
600,000 kilowatt shortage of power 
By the following winter the 
shortage will be 1,000,000 kilowatts 
after allowing for the limited amount 
of generating capacity which TVA has 
been able to finance from its power 
revenues. Authorization of some means, 
of financing the needed capacity is 
imperative.” 


There are several reasons Why the cur- 
rent bidding for TVA. contracts is of 
more than ordinary interest. One of them 
involves international trade policies. The 
Authority has invited bids from three 
American manufacturers—General Elec- 
tric, Allis-Chalmers and Westinghouse— 
and three foreign companies—English 
Electric and C. A. Parsons of Britain and 
Brown-Boveri of Switzerland. 

It will be recalled that earlier in the 
year the Parsons company underbid Gen- 
eral Electric and Westinghouse on a 
500,000-kilowatt TVA generator and ob- 
tained a contract which it is now filling. 
This generator is big enough to satisfy 
the needs of a city of half a million 
persons. 

General Electric objected vigorously to 
the award, saying it would contribute to 
a decline in domestic manufacturing fa- 
cilities and thus jeopardize the national 
security. General Electric said the’ low 
Parsons bid was possible because of 
lower labor costs in Britain. 

Since the bidding was announced April 
10, James B. Carey, president of the 
AFL-CIO electrical workers union, has 
written to General Electric and Westing- 
house urging that bids be submitted “on 
a practical and realistic basis” to assure 
maximum employment for union mem- 
bers. 

Carey conceded basic labor costs: in 
other countries are lower than in the 
United States, but he pointed out that 
there are major offsetting advantages to 
American producers. He listed a 20 per 
cent differential automatically credited to 
American bidders and import duties, 


freight and insurance costs that must be : | 


paid by foreign manufacturers. 


Replied Mark W. Cresap Jr., president | 


of Westinghouse: 


“These so-called ‘offsetting advan- 
tages’ fall far short of making up for 
the fact that United States average 
wages are more than two and a half 
times the average wages in British 
industry. 


“This severe wage differential is the 
one principal reasoh why foreign élec- 
trical apparatus’ manufacturers can quote 


prices substantially below our costs. 


Westinghouse has no chance whatever of 
quoting prices as low as those which dan 
be quoted by the British and other for- 
@en firms.”

THE TVA has said the price of big 
generators manufactured in the United 
States has gone up 50 per cent in seven 

. years. Philip D. Moore, manager of Gen- 
eral Electric’s: union relations service, 


told Carey Government statistics on {i- 
creased prices for turbine generators. are 
misleading. He said efficiéney factors 
were not considered, and that the average 
unit shipped from G.E.’s Schenectady 
plant in 1958 was 1142 per cent more 
efficient than in 1951.

This shows, for example, that last 
March 31 seven companies offered to 
deliver distribution transformers to 
Jackson, Tenn., for $1970. The con- 
cerns, were, in addition te General 
Electric, Westinghouse and Allis-Chal- 
mers, Moloney Electric Co. and Wag- 
ner Electric Corp. of St. Loufs, Kuhl- 
man Electric Co. and Pennsylvania 
Transformer Division. 


On April 21 of last year General Elec- 
tric, Allis-Chalmers and Westinghouse 
offered to deliver oil circuit breakers to 
Knoxville for $32,375. Last March 2 seven 
concerns offered to deliver to Chatta- 
nooga a consignment of insulators for 
$10,200. Last February General Electric, 
Westinghouse and Ohio Brass Co. offered 
insulators for $7495.38. 

The pertinence of these figures is in 
connection with the closeness of the do- 
mestic bids on the 500,000-killowatt gen- 
erator contract that went to Parsons. 
General Electric’s base bid was $17,563,- 
000; that of Westinghouse was $17,633,- 
000. That of Parsons, including import 
duty, was $12,095,800. 


The TVA, particularly in view of its 
financing problems, has been trying to 
bring down costs of its equipment and 
has informally urged bidders to estimate 
costs as closely as possible. The agency 
is considering the possibility of inviting 
foreign bids in fields in which identical 
bidding has been most frequent. 


THE AUTHORITY is especially con- 
cerned over financing legislation at pres- 
ent because a period of about three years 
usually elapses from the time a big gen- 
erator is ordered until it is installed. It 
is already too late to prevent a power 
shortage entirely. The TVA can buy 
extra power from its neighbors to tide 
it over some humps if*necessary, but it 
cannot get a good deal except on a short- 
term basis. 

The House has passed a bill authorizing 
TVA to issué up to $750,000,000 in bonds 
secured by power revenues. There is no 
present: disagreement on the method of 
financing; the controversy between TVA 
backers and the Administration is over 
the amount of control to be exercised 
over the agency’s bond issue and con- 
struction operations by Congress and the 
Treasury. 

The House bill has not yet been con- 
sidered by the Senate, and faces a pos- 
sible Presidential veto. Though generally 
satisfactory to TVA, it contains one fea- 
ture which the TVA has been opposing 
for several years. That is a provision 
putting arbitrary limits on TVA’s service 
area. 

Proponents of the TVA “yardstick” 
concept hold that the threat of extending 
the area is a psychological factor that 
tends to hold down rates the private con- 
cerns might otherwise charge. Establish- 
ing rigid territorial limits would remove 
a consumers’ bargaining weapon, they 
say. 

Statistics relating to nine privately 
owned utilities bordering the TVA sys- 
tem show that household rates are lower 
than the national average and that on 
the whole the earnings of the companies 
are greater than the national average.

We have seen in recent years how sev- 
eral Secretaries of State have endured 
this ordeal and now Christian Herter is 
at the beginning of his trial. As is cus- 
tomary, in the initial phase he is given 
the benefit of every doubt but this is 
bound to be a brief interval. 


A tall, craggy; tweedy man, he looks 
as if he might be an ivy league pro- 
fessor.. He did in fact lecture for some 
years on foreign policy at Harvard Uni- 
versity before he entered politics. 
While the policy he pursues may prove 
to be identical with that of his prede- 
cessor, John Foster Dulles, his manner 
in negotiation, his style, is quite dif- 
ferent. 


He tends to be factual and under- 
stated. His speeches are free of rhetoric 
and he rarely resorts to moralizing. The 
impression is of a man who wants to get 
down to cases with as few personal flour- 
ishes as possible. Yet, as he has demon- 
strated several times, he can talk plainly 
and unequivocally to Soviet Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Gromyko when there is need 
for plain talk. 


THE QUALITIES he has shown thus 
far of assurance, patience and a modest 
integrity will be required in full. meas- 


ure if he is to pass the test just ahead., 


Beyond the obvious agreement, well- 
advertised in the initial phase, the West- 
ern allies are far from united. When it 
comes down to the hard bargaining— 
whether it is next week or the week after 
—then someone, and the obvious candi- 
date is Herter, must enforee harmony to 
try to get a minimum accord at the level 
of the foreign ministers. 


A small incident at the start of the 


conference illustrates his problem. Dur-' 


ing the argument with the Russians over 
whether the two Germanys should be 
seated at the council table, at separate 
tables or in the rear behind the delega- 
tions, the French with the baeking of the 
West Germans were in favor of opposing 
the Soviets to the end, even though this 
meant Ryssian refusal to attend the 
opening session of the conference. In 
that event, French Foreign Minister Mau- 
rice Couve ‘de Murville argued, the three 
Western delegates would go to the Palais 
de Nations, march into the hall and ad- 
vertise their willingness to negotiate as 


@? against Communist intransigence. 


That gesture would have captured 
the headlines and Herter. seemed for 
the time being to agree with the 
French. But while British Foreign 
Minister Selwyn Lloyd said he would 
go along if it was the desire of the 
others, he expressed great doubt about 


o -what he was convinced would in the 


end prove a futile and self-defeating 
stunt, good for at best 24 hours. After 
some discussion Herter came down on 
Lloyd’s side for agreement on separate 
tables. r 


This is a very minor matter in com- 
parison with the kind of dilemma Herter 
must resolve if an interim agreement on 
Berlin comes out of this conference. And 
constantly during this, his first negotia- 
tion as Secretary of State, he will be 
under observation by those only too 
eager to point out that he is failing to 
follow in the footsteps of his predecaasey: 


that Herter is being flexible where 
Dulles would have been stern, unyield- 
ing where the Dulles instinct for con 

_ Promise would have prevailed. 


One complaint heard from other dele- 
gations is that Herter seems reluctant to 
state strongly and positively what it is 
the United States wants in the negotia- 
tions, here and later at the sunimit. 
Again, this may reflect the recollection 
of Dulles’s great skill in presenting a 
case to the jury of world opinion. In 
sober afterthought, the case may have 
had transparent weaknesses but it was 
dressed up with the mastery of one of 
America’s foremost counselors at law. 

When Herter saw Chancellor Konrad 
Adenauer in Bonn on his way to the For- 
eign Ministers Conference the two had 
a conversation of an hour and a half fol- 
lowing luncheon. It was announced later 
that they had agreed on every point. 


But members of the West German del- 
egation who know full well Adenauer’s 
refusal to consider even the slightest 
change in the present status of Berlin 
and Germany complained that the Amer- 
ican Secretary of State failed to speak 
up. to the venerable Chancellor and ex- 
plain to him where the American position 
differed from the Adenauer line. When 
this complaint was reported to Herter 
he said with some irritation, “How could 
I speak up to him? He talked for an 
hour and 10 minutes without stopping 
and when he had finished it was too late 
to discuss at any length the differences 
that may exist.” As a naturally modest 
man he did not feel it was his position 
to interrupt Europe’s veteran statesman 
, and make clear the posision of the United 
States. 

Herter is a silacoeatil politician, first 
in Congress and then as Governor, in the 
gentlemanly tradition of the Republican 
party in Massachusetts. He has a schol- 
ar’s knowledge of’foreign policy and the 
requirements of American diplomacy. 
When he came into the State Department, 
succeeding Herbert Hoover Jr., as Under 
Secretary, nearly two and a half years 
ago, an almost audible sigh of relief went 
up from the whole career service, for 
they recognized that here was someone 
who understood their problems. Under 
his direction morale in the department, 
which had been at.a low point, began to 
turn upward. 


THERE IS EVIDENCE that he delib- 


erately foregoes the lawyer’s guile, realiz- 
ing that it would be quite out of char- 
acter for him to practice it. He made 
no secret of the fact that Gromyko, as 
chairman, had put one over on him when 
instead of recognizing Herter who had 
asked to be heard at the start of the 
session, the Soviet Foreign Minister 
called on East German Foreign Minister 
Lothar Bolz. It seemed unimportant to 
Herter to conceal this small blunder. 
After serving off-stage for more than 
two years, patiently and often with «a 
sense of frustration and small accom- 
plishment, the 18 months he has to go 
in the Eisenhower Administration is a 
short enough time in which to prove him- 
self.

Offer Material Giving Cause for Alarm—U.S.

WASHINGTON, May 23. 


A MASS OF NEW MATERIAL published this month on the hazard? 
+ radioactive fallout has supplied new ammunition to both sides in the 
controversy over nuclear weapons tests. 


New cause for alarm is to be found in 
data presented by some individual scien- 
tists who appeared at hearings before the 
Congressional Subcommittee on Radia- 
tion. Public officials offered mainly reas- 
suring comments, minimizing the danger 
and regarding it as a minor risk that 
must be tolerated in the interests of na- 
tional defense. 


Before a transcript of the hearings is 
printed, the parent committee, the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy, hopes to 
obtain replies to a numberof specific 
questions raised in the hearings but not 
yet satisfactorily answered. 


One target of this new inquiry was a 
statement issued by the General Advisory 
Committee of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission in the midst of the hearings. The 
committee is a group of non-government 
scientists, all working for either indus- 
trial. firms or educational institutions, 
appointed by the President, ye 


THE GENERAL ADVISORY Commit- 
tee’s report praised the AEC for having 
“released all significant fallout data to 
other agencies and to the public.” Skip- 
ping over the question of future tests, 
it said total fallout from al] tests fired 
until now would amount to less than 5 
per cent as much as the average exposure 
to cosmic rays and other background ra- 
diation, and less than 5 per cent as much 
as the estimated average exposure of the 
American public to X-rays for medical 
purposes. 

The statement concluded with the ob- 
servation that the public has been con- 
fused about fallout and its implications, 
ending with this recommendation: 


| ot dhould be clearly explained to the 
public that weapons tests have been 
an essential part of our effort to pre- 
vent the occurrence of nuclear war.” 


In the course df the hearings, Senator 
Clinton P. Anderson (Dem.), New Mexico, 
chairman of the Joint Committee, chal- 
lenged the assertion that “all significant 
fallout data” had been released. 


He also questioned the General Advi- 
sory Committee’s statement that stron- 
tium-90 in food and water “is less of a 
hazard than the amount of radium nor- 
mally present in public drinking water 
supply in certain places in the United 
States and in public use for many dec- 
ades.” Under Anderson’s questioning, 
Dr. Charles L. Dunham, director of ‘the 
AEC’s division of biology and medicine, 
acknowledged that the comparison re- 
ferred to well water with higher than 
average radium content serving a popu- 
lation. of several hundred thousand peo- 
ple in the Middle West. 


Anderson brought out that the AEC 
called in the General Advisory Commit- 
tee for two and one-half days and set up 
briefings by the AEC, the Defense De- 
partment and the United States Public 
Health Service. The committee digested 
the material and came up with its report.. 


The group may now have to meet 
again and explain some of the generali- 
ties and loopholes in its May 7 report. 
Aiiderson’s committee has asked the 
AEC for an elaboration of the report | 
and ‘hopes to include this in the tran- 
script of hearings, 


The Joint Committee also has asked the’ 
AEC for more information about s0- 
called “hot spots,” which had been billed 
as a main subject of inquiry in the hear- 
ings. These are areas, such as Minnesota 
and South Dakota, where soil and air sam- 
plings show more than average fallout. 


The high strontium-90 content of 
St. Louis milk makes St. Lowis a hot

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surface, except for the part that fell to 
earth in a few days and was known as 
local fallout. Dr. Libby and Dr. Lester 
Machta, a Weather Bureau meteorologist, 
argued this point two years ago, Dr. 
Machta contending that distribution was 
not uniform. 


By this year, Dr. Libby had given in. 
He conceded that recent data had dem- 
onstrated the non-uniformity of global 
fallout. 


E. A. Martell of the Air Force’s Cam- 
bridge Research Center, reported that 
the Soviet polar tests last year would 
cause a total fallout of strontium-90 
about five times as great in north tem- 
perate latitudes as would ‘comparable 
equatorial tests.. He concluded that the 
Soviet tests might have caused external 


‘gamma _ radiation exposures in some 


areas in north temperate latitudes 50 per 
cent as great as external gamma radia- 
tion from natural sources. 


Martell’s 50 per cent, referring to con- 
centrations of fallout, should be com- 
pared to the figure of 5 per cent used 
by the General Advisory Committee, ap- 
parently based onan assumption of uni- 
form distribution of fallout. 


AMONG the loose ends left when the 
hearings ended was a report by Dr. E. B. 
Lewis, professor of biology at Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology, who told of 
“a serious fallout hazard whose impor- 
tance had not yet been fully appreciated 
at the time of the 1957 hearings.” Re- 
ferrihg to iodine 131,.Dr. Lewis said the 
thyroid glands of American infants and 
children had been exposed to average 
annual doses of radiation from this 
tope one to two times as great as natural 


radiation. He said this additional source - 


of radiation “could produce some cases 
of thyroid cancer in the exposed popu- 


lation 

n otf problem of hot spots remains one 
of the big questions in need of explora- 
tion. Although the studies at 
the hearings dealt extensively with geo- 
graphical hot spots, they had little to say 
about what might be called bodily hot 
spots. Recent investigations by research- 
ers in Sweden and Minnesota indicate 
that strontium-90 that enters the bones 
is not distributed evenly. This isotope 
thus appears to irradiate some bone cells 
more than others, making some of the 
cells more subject than others to bone 
cancer or leukemia, AEC findings have 
been assuming uniform distribution, 

This matter of distribution is: one of 
the important unknowns, whether one is 
talking about the placement of radio- 
active elements inside one person's body, 
or the spread of fallout across the earth’s 
sufface. An average exposure of one per- 
son or the entire world might be consid- 
ered negligible if evenly spread. But if 
the average comprises a concentrated ex- 
posure of one part of the population or 
one part of a single person's body, there 
could be a substantial specific hazard. 

In another connection, there was an 
enlightening exchange between Dr. Laur- 
itsen S. Taylor, chairman of the Pim ov 
Committée for Radiation Protection and 
Measurements, and Representative Wil- 
liam H. Bates (Rep.), Massachusetts. . Dr. 
Taylor had been discussing the relatively 
high permissible limit of radiation expo- 
sure for atomic workers, 

“This is predicated in part on the fact 
that a relatively small number of people 
will be inyolved,” Dr. Taylor said, “If 
the entire population were exposed to 
these same levels, we are certain, or 
almost certain, that they would be un- 
acceptably high.”

We hope this need is fully appreciated in 
Geneva, where the foreign ministers have 
t two weeks presenting their positions 
and sparring for propaganda advantage. The 
time has now come for serious negotiation, 
and both sides know quite well that each will 
have to break up its “package” if negotiation 
is to get anywhere. e West will have to 
put aside, without abandoning, its plan for 
immediate German reunification, and the So- 
viets will have to put aside, without abandon- 
ing, their plan for an immediate peace treaty 
with the two Germanys. Then it will be a 
question of learning where to go from there. 
Mr. Herter made a significant remark in 
one of his public speeches at the conference 
last week. He said: 


We are prepared reluctantly to onnee to 
defer German reunification a little longer, 
as the Western peace plan reveals, but we are 
not prepared to give it up, as would be the 
case if we were to aden an immediate 
treaty with a divided any. 


Will Mr. Gromyko now make the parallel 
statement about his demand for a peace trea- 
ty? If so, the table will be cleared for the 
real business of the conference, which is not 
to perpetuate the deadlock between two un- 
realizable proposals, but to find out what can 
be done toward a transitional agreement. 

* 


As we see it, the principal objective of the 
West should be to strive for a workable and 


‘just arrangement for Berlin, coupled with at 


least a beginning toward setting up an arms 
control zone in Germany and Central Europe. 
A new arrangement for Berlin is essential, 
both to confirm allied rights of access to the 
city and to meet the Soviet determination to 
change its present status. 

Obviously this cannot be an arrangement 
which gives West Berliners the slightest rea- 
son for feeling abandoned by the West. Yet 
if it is to be realistic it must rest on tacit 
recognition that Berlin will continue to be 
an island in Soviet-controlled territory, and 
so requires a special status. ‘ We believe the 
best way to recognize that status would be to 
bring the United Nations into the picture. 

The negotiating phase of the foreign min- 
isters’ conference is the critical one. It is 
now that Secretary Herter deserves the most 
understanding of public support at home, 
based upon a recognition that if he is to get 
concessions from the Russians, he will have 
to make concessions to them. And there is no 
place where he needs firm and intelligent sup- 
port more than in the White House. 


No Delay Here. 

No one can say that the Senate is taking 
too much time in its handling of the appoint- 
ment of the successor to the late Donald A. 
Quarles, as Deputy Secretary of Defense. Mr. 
Quarles died May 8. President Eisenhower 
announced May 18 that he would promote to 
the vacancy Secretary of the Navy Thomas S. 
Gates Jr. The nomination of Mr. Gates reached 
the Senate May 19 and on May 21 the Armed 
Services Commitee recommended approval. 
Undoubtedly the Senate will act next week. 
This recalls the dispatch with which the Sen- 
ate acted on the appointment of Secretary of 
State Christian A. Herter following the resig- 
nation of John Foster Dulles. The tendency 
of the Administration is to emphasize delays; 
it is only fair to the Senate that speedy con- 
firmation of qualified appointees be noted. 


People Not to Be Forgotten 
“The refugee problem remains—acute and 


chronic,” President Eisenhower said in open- 


ing the Washington conference held as a 
preliminary to the United Nations’ Refugee 
Year. And so it does. There are more than 
2,000,000 persons in this category in various 
parts of the world, uprooted people who have 
been unable to achieve a new, settled status. 

But the reminder—and a responsive throb 
of compassion—will not bring these wander- 
ers under roof. That calls for practical meas- 
‘ures, especially in the United States which, 
after all, continues to be the richest of na- 


tions and therefore in the best position to 


help. Generous as American aid was to the 
Hungarians in the days of their revolt, we 
were in human fashion too quick to forget. 
Poorer nations have a better record. And 
there are refugees without the dramatic ap- 
peal of the Hungarians. | : 

The United States can—and in the year 
ahead probably will—give more money to 
help them. Ways also may be found for mak- 
ing more of ouf surplus commodities available 
without undue disturbance of world markets. 
But these are palliatives. Refugees need new 
homes around which they can build new Cca- 
reers and new lives. :

Sociological Appraisal 

This is the time of year when the hobo, 
the true American gypsy who is not to be con- 
fused with the Romany folk, takes to the road 
and broadens his knowledge of the country 
and its people. The weather is warm enough, 
and the dispositions even of city dwellers 
improve as spring advances. So his researches 
are relatively easy. 

The hobo is a great one for setting down 
his fmdings. Of course, he does so primarily 
to help other members of the brotherhood. 
They need to know whether the police are 
tolerant, whether a housewife is generous, 
and even whether a doctor will treat a hobo 
without fee. So he has developed a very con- 
cise shorthand, explained to the uninitiated 
by James A. Maxwell, a New York writer. 

Two interlocking circles, for instance, rep- 
resent handeuffs—and their meaning is clear. 
An inverted dipper also is. bad news: no 
drinks. A plus sign, on the other hand, is ob- 
viously a good sign. So is the simple outline 
of a stove-pipe hat; it is a tribute to a fine 
gentleman. A few horizontal lines, however, 
signify the wood a hobo will be asked to cut. 
An inverted Cross of Lorraine means: Be 
ware, a policeman lives here. A circle around 
a cross carries the news that food and cloth- 
ing are available. And a dipper, right side 
up, calls for cheers. 

As Mr. Maxwell says, “Hobo signs are the 
Diners’ Club cards of the dispossessed,” but 
there is no reason why the rest of us should 
not read them to learn how we have been 
rated by these peripatetic sociologists. Has. 
our back fence been chalked with a silk hat? 


Exorbitant Demand 

Though the federal highway trust fund is 
almost out of money, pressure is being ex- 
erted on Congress to reimburse the states. for 
roads taken into the federal Interstate system. 
A bill by Congressman Buckley of New York 
for that purpose is now before the House 
Public Works Committee. Yet there are’sound 
reasons for avoiding reimbursement. As the 
American Automobile Association notes, the 
states have built roads because they needed 
them and not in expectation of reimburse- 
ment. There is no just reason to make the 
public pay once more for roads that were 
constructed before the new federal road pro- 
gram. began. This is especially true when 
that program is rapidly running out of funds. 
The Buckley bill would further retard the 
Interstate system and should be defeated. 


Whatever Became of Holmes? 


This is the centenary year, month and week 
of the late Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, the af- 
fable British doctor who created Sherlock 
Holmes, a private detective. This incompar- 
able sleuth achieved such fame that he pushed 
his creator well off stage. 

It has been just 72 years since Doyle intro- 
duced Holmes and his bumbling assistant, Dr. 
Watson, to the public. They didn’t do sa well 
in “A Study in Scarlet,” but that story led an 
agent of the American magazine, Lippincott’s, 
to commission Doyle to write “The Sign of 
Four,” which became a smashing success in 
both England and America. Together the 
pair solved more than 60 cases to the delight 
and amazement of a rapidly growing group 
of admirers. Their famous apartment at 
221-B Baker street may be fictional but it is 
sought out by almost as many tourists today 
as is London bridge. 

Doyle never stated how old Holmes was, 
but scholars among the Baker Street Irregu- 
lars say the best evidence indicates the detec. 
tive was five years younger than the author. 
This would make Holmes 95 today. 

There has been no firm evidence in the ac- 
counts of his adventures or elsewhere of 
Holmes’s death. Letters from all over the 
world still come addressed to Holmes. They 
are answered by the Abbey National Building 
Society, which occupies the space where 
Holmes and Watson were supposed to live.

How Officials Manage ‘News'

This is the conclasion» of 
Douglass Cater, Washington edi- 
tor of the fortnightly The Re- 
porter magazine, in a 194-page 
exposition and critique of the 
Washington press corps, which 
includes writers for the news 
weeklies and the radio and 
television broadcasters. 


Cater’s thesis is that “we 
have today what might be 
called government by public- 
ity” and that in the American 
system public opinion is 
uniquely indispensable in arbi- 
trating between the competing 
executive and legislative seg- 
ments. He emphasizes that each 
official competitor has its own 
propaganda methods for direct- 
ing attention to its virtues and 
for exposing the faults of its 
rival. It is the responsibility of 
the Washington newsmen im- 
plied by constitutional guaran- 
tee of a free press to give the 
public ah accurate and whole 
picture so the voters can de- 
cide who shall represent them 
in the nation’s capital. 

The definitive book about 
Washington correspondents can 
never be written because polit- 
ical issues and principal per- 
sonalities are always challetns. 
Cater’s book, titled “The 
Fourth Branch of Govern- 
ment,” {is timely and topical 
and gives the over-average 
reader an informed appraisal 
of the mechanics of Washing- 
ton reporting. 


WITH THIS BACKGROUND, 
the discerning newspaper read- 
er or radio listener will be 
able to separate the propagan- 
da from the facts and at least 
question whether he is getting 
the whole picture in perspec- 
tive with past events and prob- 
able consequences. With so 
much written daily about na- 
tional officials, it is equally im- 
portant that the public know 
how much information is avail- 
able to the reporters, how it is 
communicated to them and 
whether the reporters them- 
selves: are qualified to select 
what is important from the 
great mass of written and 
spoken words that come 
from the executive depart- 
ments, the Congress and the 
courts. 

The first requirement of a 
responsible Washington §re- 
eo is an understanding of 
ow government officials, lob- 
byists and special interests can 
make “news” for self-serving 
purposes. Cater asserts, and 
most Washington correspond- 
ents will agree, that the so- 
called “straight” or “objective” 
reporting lends itself to man- 
agement by unscrupulous prop- 
agandists and demagogues. 


Cater cites two glaring ex- 
amples of how “news” was 
managed by self-servers who 
took advantage of the time ele- 
ment which affects all publica- 
tions. These were the late 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy’s 
repeated and still unproved 
charges about hundreds of 
“card-carrying Communists” in 
the Government and former 
Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr.’s single-shot at- 
tack on former President Tru- 
man for “knowingly” promot- 
ing a Communist spy, whom he 
identified as Harry Dexter 
White, to a high government 
position. 3 

By “straight” reporting re- 
quirements, newsmen, especial- 
ly press association reporters, 
had to report to the country 
what. a United States Senator 
said on the floor of the Senate, 
in public addresses and in com- 
mittee sessions which he domi- 
nated. He changed his charges 
so frequently, making up new 
ones as time went on that there 
was little time for rebuttal or 
refutation even if there had 
been more answers than there 
were. 

In many respects the Brownell 
episode was more cynical be- 
cause it also involved the 
White House, the Republican 
National Committee and three 
members of Congress. 

Cater says there are a num- 
ber of tell-tale signs that 
Brownell’s “judo” attack was

RELATING the circum- 
Stances of Brownell’s speech 
‘before the Chicago Executives 
Club in 1953, Cater gives this 
revealing sequence of events: 

“Advance texts of two other 
speeches he (Brownell) gave 
that day had been distributed 
to the press the preceding 
afternoon, but this one, iron- 
ically entitled ‘Ethics in V- 
ernment’ was held up until 
shortly before Brownell spoke. 
As a result there was no chance 
for reporters to alert Truman 
before the story moved on the 
press wires and out over tele- 
vision and radio. When frantic

calls began to reach him in 
Missouri, Mr. Truman had to 
answer fast if he wanted to 
get his statement into the 
afternoon papers along with 
Brownell’s charges. 
“Truman's hurried lunge 
was quickly turned into a 
sprawl. He said he did not 
remember any FBI memoran- 
dum on White and that he got 
rid of him when he found that 
White was ‘wrong.’ By four 
o’clock that afternoon (three 
and a half hours after the 
speech), White House Secre- 
tary James C, Hagerty had 
called in reporters and made 
public the text of a Truman 
letter in 1947 accepting Harry 
Dexter White’s ‘resignation’ 
and praising him for his serv- 
ices. Hagerty did not bother 
to explain how a six-year-old 
letter had been dug out of the 
files so quickly, still in plenty 
of time for the evening papers 
and broadcasts. 
“The G.O.P. publicity direc- 
tor gave this reporter (Cater) 
an account of what went on at 
the Republican National Com- 
mittee that same afternoon: 
“We put four men on the tele- 


phone to alert members of 


Congress. Three placed simul- 
taneous calls to (Representa- 
tive) Velde (of Illinois), (Sena- 
tors William E.) Jenner (of In- 
diana) and McCarthy.’ Those’ 
three gentlemen, of course, 
were chairmen of the inves- 
tigating committees which 
could be counted on to pick 
up the publicity ball and carry 
it for an indefinite period.” 

Cater calls this “a distaste- 
ful case study in the misuse 
of publicity” but notes this 
hopeful sign: “More and more 
in recent years the Washing- 
ton correspondent has been 
aware of the ‘managed’ news 
event which he is expected to 
Teport without paying atten- 
tion to the props anc staging 
devices.” 

The McCarthy- Brownell 
abuse of the Washington press 
setup was possible because of 
the time element which affects 
a high percentage of news 
about the executive and legis- 
lative branches, from the White 
House on down. 


AT HIS PRESS CONFER- 
ENCES, President Eisenhower, 
although more voluble but less 
specific than former President 
Truman, rarely allows an in- 
quiring reporter to ask a sec- 
ond question which could be 
more penetrating or provoca- 
tive than the first. Press Sec- 
retary Hagerty, one of the 
most expert publicity men in the 
country, frankly admits that 
he believes his job is to pre- 
sent the President and other 
executive officials in the most 
favorable light. Press agents 
for the departments and agen- 
cies have a similar approach. 
Whenever they can “manage” 
the “news” to this end they 
do it and it is the reporter’s 
job to get behind this facade 
to tell the public about the 
significance of the words or 
the events. 

For the newspaper reader, 
Cater sketches how reporters 
get the raw material of news 
from open press conferences, 
“background” sessions of a 
chosen few with top officials, 
committee sessions, “leaks,” 
personal interviews and of- 
ficial announcements. He is 
not impressed, as most cor- 
respondents are unimpressed, 
by editorial and congressional

experienced reporter, he be- 
lieves, takes these obstacles in 
his stride, knowing that con- 
stant pressure at the proper 
places will usually ‘reveal so- 
called secrets and that “hand- 
outs” are frequently the.start- 
ing points of comprehensive 
stories. 

Big government has’ made 


Washington reporting a big in- 


dustry, with about 1200 writers 
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for newspapers, magazines and 
broadcasting stations accredit- 
ed to the congressional press 
galleries. 

The newspaper writers are 
divided into three groups: 
Press association. men and 
women who furnish the great 
bulk of copy to the nation’s 
press; the “specials” or staff 
correspondents who write for 
a single newspaper or chain, 
and the syndicated commenta- 
tors who are frequently more 
like editorial writers than 
newsmen. 

Each group has its distinctive 
field and experts of its own. 
The press associations are per- 
mitting their seasoned writers 
to give interpretive accounts 
in addition to their mass of 
“straight” news. The “specials” 
sometimes concentrate on their 
own localities or on subjects 
in which their newspapers are 
particularly interested, and the 


“columnists” range from pro- 
foundly thoughtful Walter. 
Lippmann to the writers of un- | 
verified gossip. 

The growth of government, 
beginning with the Roosevelt 
New Deal, has been followed 
by the enlargement of Wash- 
ington news bureaus. In 1929, 
the Associated Press had 38 re- 
porters accredited to Congress. 
Today it has 83. Thirty years 


‘ago the New York Times bu- 
reau numbered nine. Today it 
has 24. The Post-Dispatch had 
three members through the 
1920s. Today it has seven. - 

The complexities of govern- 
ment have required reporters 
to become experts on special 
subjects, although partisan 
politics and good government 
touch most of what is written 
from Washington. 

Among these special fields 

are national security, with its 
multi-billion dollar spending; 
international relations, which 
includes foreign aid and trade; 
science, including education; 
the domestic economy; labor- 
management relations and, of 
course, the White House and 
the Capitol. No single reporter 
could ever become an expert 
in all these fields. Years of ex- 
perience can qualify him to 
write with authority on several 
related topics. 
Cater quotes with approval 
the Alsop brothers’ assertion 
that “the reporter who is not 
consciously ‘engaged’ is in fact 
likely to be a very bad and un- 
successful reporter.” 

This is a debatable proposi- 
tion. Reporters, certainly the 
staff correspondents who give 
distinction to their newspapers, 
are concerned about political 
issues and personalities as well 
as efficient government. But 
for many of these, their greater 
value to the reading public is 
their disengagement or detach- 
ment. As Cater remarks, “presi- 
dents come and go but bureau 
chiefs are apt to remain a 
while.” So do other staff corre- 
spondents and the longer they 
remain in Washington with 
privileged access to news 
events and newsmakers, their 
writing reflects the long-range 
rather than the short view. 

This detachment permits the 
reporter to fulfill what Lipp- 
mann said was his highest call- 
ing: “To prepare the public for 
what is going to happen next,” 
and, in addition, to explain for 
later public guidance “why” 
and “how” certain things did 
happen. 

With this condition stated, 
it is possible to accept Cater’s 


argument’ for his “fourth 
branch of government” thesis. 
“The reporter,” he writes, 


“is the recorder of government 
but he is also a_ participant. 
He operates in a system in 
‘which power is divided. He as 
much as anyone, and more 
than a great many, helps to 
shape the course of govern- 
ment. He is the indispensable 
broker and middle-man among 


the sub-governments of Wash- 
ington. He. can illume policy

House Labor Bill Battle to Be 
On Picketing, Boycott Curbs

WASHINGTON, May 23. 


AS THE UNDERGROUND WARFARE proceeds in the 
House over labor legislation, it is becoming increasingly appar- 
ent that when the fight breaks into the open the crucial battles,

The AFL-CIO, particularly |

and conduct boycotts through 
“hot cargo” agreements and 
other instruments of concerted 
action, shall remain undis- 
turbed beyond the present limi- 
tations placed on them by law 
and National Labor Relations 
Board fiat. 


IN THE MIDDLE is the 
great body of the Congress 
trying to feel its way through 
the most complex area of labor 
legislation. To the degree that 
the warring sides are able to 
accommodate themselves to the 
lawmakers’ majority decisions 
depends largely whether there 
will be any labor legislation at 
all in this session. 


To the proponents of string- 
ent restrictions on boycotts 
and picketing, these union 
practices are the source of 
racketeering shakedowns and 
violence in the hands of un- 
scrupulous labor leaders and, 
in the hands of legitimate 
union leaders, are weapons for 
destruction of free competi- 
tion and abridgement of the 
right of employes to join or 
not join a union and of em- 
ployers to make their own 
choices as to whom they will 
or will not do business with. 

To the unions and their 
friends, picketing for extortion 
purposes should be made a 
federal ‘crime if it is not al- 
ready under the Hobbs Anti- 
racketeering Act. But picketing 
to compel recognition of a un- 
ion as bargaining agent or to 
help organize employes into a 
union should not, they con- 
tend; be confused with the 
illegal act of the racketeer. 
They say that to take away or 
seriously curtail these func- 
tions would contribute nothing 
to eradicating corruption but 
would, instead, drastically un- 
dermine the union’s strength 
and, in certain cases, prevent 
honest unions from forcing 
corrupt unions out of business. 

The labor reform bill spon- 
sored in the Senate by Senator 
John F. Kennedy (Dem.), Mas- 
sachusetts, went to the House 


last month with amendments 
tacked on against Kennedy's 
wishes dealing with recogni- 
tion picketing, “hot cargo” 
contracts in the transportation 
industry and with picketing 
for extortion. 


The bill is under fire by | 


labor representatives because, 
except for the anti-extortion 
section, it infringes what they 
consider legitimate areas of 


operation. From the other 
side, the provisions are under 
attack because they don’t go 
far enough and ignore organ- 
izational picketing, as such, al- 
together. 

The Senate bill’s ban on 
recognition mosey is limited 
to cases where an employer 
has recognized another labor 
organization and in situations 
where, within the preceding 
nine months, the picketing 
union lost a valid NLRB elec- 
tion.

THE RELATIONSHIP between 
the South and the remainder of the 
United States is so affected by mutual 
suspicion these days that any effort to 
restore an atmosphere of sweet reason 
should be welcomed. “The Seeds of 
Time” by Henry Savage Jr., represents 
just such an effort. Mr. Savage was 
born in Camden, South Carolina, and 
once served as mayor of that city, but 
he is no die-hard segregationist. On the 
contrary he is certain that in race rela- 
tions as in other matters the South can 
solve its formidable problems only by 
realizing that “the dogmas of a stagnant 


past are inadequate to a dynamic pres- 


ent.” 


What he offers for the consideration 
of non-Southerners is a .view, in per- 
spective, of the South’s convulsive his- 
tory and its traumatic effects on the 
Southern mind. From its earliest stages 
the South was bound to an agricultural 
economy and a rural frontier society. 
Slavery was taken over from the Span- 
jards and became an essential, part of 
the region’s wealth but immediately 
prior to the invention of the cotton gin 
the spiral of profits began to turn down- 
ward. Many Southerners believed that 
slavery was morally odious and eco- 
nomically unprofitable. 

The cotton gin, however, brought an 
immediate about face. Cotton—an inci- 
dental crop up to that time — became 
King Cotton. A seemingly insatiable 
world market led every planter and 
small farmer to seed every available 
tract of land; and as thousands of hands 
were needed for mass production the 
movement that might have led to the 
liquidation of slavery was stopped in its 
tracks. 


MR. SAVAGE reminds his readers, 
however, that slavery was not the only 
eause of dissension between North and 
South. When political control of the 
nation was taken over by the industrial 
North discriminatory legislation and 
banking practices turned the South into 
an economic colony. Under the protec- 
tive tariff the Southern farmers sold in 
a free market and bought in a closed 
one. Moreover a generous share of their 
gross profits were siphoned off into the 
hands of Eastern cotton factors and 
bankers. In the face of what seemed a 
vicious cycle of exploitation the planters 
took the road to secession and Civil 
War; and the small farmer, though 
vastly in the majority and with no per- 
sonal stake in slavery, followed their 
lead,

FROM our novelists, scholars and so- 
cial scientists, fortunately, other an- 
swers are beginning to be heard. Some 
urge that we select and train better in- 
dividuals to represent the United States 
because, so their argument goes, a policy 
or program is no better than the people 
who execute it, and our people leave 
much to be desired in dealing with “for- 
eigners” (a word that ought to be pro- 
scribed, perhaps, from the vocabulary 
of the educated!). For example, there is 
Graham Greene in “The Silent Amer- 
ican’; William J. Lederer (naval officer) 
and Eugene Burdick (political scientist) 
in “The Ugly American”; and Harlan 
Cleveland (political scientist) writing of 
United States wives abroad, “The Pretty 
Americans,” in a recent Harper's mag- 
azine. 


Anthropologists and sociologists, like 
the author of “The Silent Language’— 
a former St. Louisan, by the way, whose 
father was an officer of the Ralston 
Purina Company—are probing behind 
the symptomatic picture of ineptness in 
dealing with foreign nationals to inquire 
just what are the elements of the “bet- 
ter” personne] practices, the traits of 
the “better” persons, which the novel- 
ists and other critics recommend. Ed- 
ward Hali has writen an expert aud 
_ highly readable approach to what may 
be a major factor in our representa- 
tional.and diplomatic failures abroad— 
Bhe silent language” of our manners 
' and our behavior as we relate to those 
- whose culture differs from our own and, 

accordingly, as they, in turn, are stim- 
ulated to react to us. 


HALL’S ARGUMENT is that 
‘United: States citizens abroad must 
learn how to relate themselves more

Mr. Savage does not condone this at- 
titude. He suggests to conscientious 
citizens in other parts of the nation, 
however, that desegregation must in- 
deed go forward “deliberately” and 
that what works in one section cannot 
always be applied in another. He thinks 
it is wholly unreasonable to expect the 
inhabitants of counties who are out- 
numbered eight to one, to turn over all 
public offices to the Negro majority. 

Mr. Savage makes a plausible case for 
a reasoning and unemotional approach 
to all phases of desegregation. What he 
omits to mention is that no Southern 
leader in authority has offered any sort 
of plan selective and gradual, or other- 
wise. By contrast Herman Talmadge 
says in effect that the schools of Georgia 
will never be desegregated. This “over- 
my-dead-body” stance is still the popu- 
lar one among Georgia politicians. In 
these circumstances the counsel of 
patience to Negroes and their liberal 
supporters has a hollow ring.

NEVERTHELESS THE SOUTH 


does not present an unbroken and 
monolithic opposition to desegregation 
as a book by William Peters called “The 
Southern Temper” abundantly reveals. 
Mr. Peters gives many instances of 
Southerners who have spoken out 
against segregation and who continue to 
do so. A majority of the Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish clergy are opposed 
to segregation. Editors—some cautious- 
ly, some boldly — have made similar 
declarations of faith. Furthermore the 
opponents of segregation include a num- 
ber of Southern women of recognized 
standing. 

Both Mr. Savage and Mr. Peters agree 
that the intransigent attitude of most 
Southern politicians is not a true indi- 
cator of what the South is thinking. 
Each suggests the forces at work will 
continue to move forward with “all de- 
liberate speed.”

SOME OF THE BEST illustra- 
trations of our blunders abroad are con- 
taiped in chapters on time and space. 
That we talk of time and space in dis- 
tinctly United States accents, Hall 
makes very clear by reference not only 
to communications between citizens of 
different nations, but to parents and 
children and between other sub-cultures 
within the United States as well. 

In addition to the matters touched on, 
“The Silent Language” also offers a 
linguistic theory of culture for the spe- 
cialist.

The Founder of Israel 


CHAIM WEIZMANN, by Isaiah Berlin. 
(Farrar, Straus and Cudahy, 60 PES» 
$2.25.)

NO DEVELOPMENT of our time 
may be more pregnant for the world's 
future than the successful establishment 
of the state of Israel, if for no other 
cause than that,it may prove to be a key 
bridgehead of Western culture in the 
Arabic world. For that reason in cen- 
turies to come Chaim Weizmann, its 
founder, may be regarded as one of the 
really great and memorable men of our 
time. 

This fact lends special interest to Sir 
Isaiah Berlin’s penetrating appraisal of 
Weizmann contained in this volume, 
written both from personal acquaintance 
and from his own broad perspective of 
knowledge. Berlin views him from the 
vantage point of his chair as Chichele 
Professor of Social and Political Theory 
in the University of Oxford. 


Professor Berlin sees Weizmann as a 
truly great man because of his achieve- 
ment of the seemingly impossible: 
against all probability and almost single- 
handedly, he permanently and radically 
altered the outlook and values of a sig- 
nificant body of human beings—in this 
case the transplanted Jews of Eastern 
Europe. By Berlin's definition of what 
constitutes greatness in the realm of 
action, Weizmann indubitably belongs in 
the select company. 


For insights into the secret of success- 
ful political leadership like Weizmann's, 
this little essay particularly deserves 
reading. The Zionist leader’s success is 
ascribed, basically, to the fact that he 
built his house on the solid rock of uni- 
versal human aspirations and capacities, 
instead of the shifting sectarian sands of 
‘theory and dogma, notably Marxist doc- 
trine. A nineteenth century liberal na- 
tionalist, of the same breed as Garibaldi 
and Kossuth, he believed that his people, 
like people everywhere, desired only in- 
dividual liberty, national equality and a 
tolerable life, and that given these, they 
would be able, unaided, to work out 
their form of government and other 
problems. Israel’s decade of history ap- 
pears to have completely justified his 
faith. In this he stood at the opposite 
pole from a doctrinaire like Lenin. 


“Dr. Chaim Weizmann,” says Profes- 
sor Berlin in conclusion, “was the first 
totally free Jew of the modern world, 
and the state of Israel was constructed, 
whether or not it knows it, in his image. 
No man has ever had a comparable 
monument built to him in his own life- 
time. I truly envy the task of his 
biographers.” 


It is this reviewer's conclusion after 
reading this brilliant and illuminating 
essay that Sir Isaiah should himself 
write Chaim Weizmann's biography. If 
he does I think it will be a work worth 
waiting for.

The Kalahari was and remains—much of it 
still unexplored—one of the world’s 


harshest areas. 


But the Kalahari supports human life — the Bushmen, 
30,000 to 50,000 of them, scattered over its vast emptiness in 
homogeneous, co-operative small groups, all part of an epic 
of survival against always persistent and often terrific odds. 
“Co-operate or perish” is the unspoken but inflexible maxim 
that governs their crafts, their energies, their. relationships, 


their wanderings. 


They are of as yet undetermined origin, 


They are unaggressive (it is not in their nature to fight), and 
so are often badly treated by Bantu and European farmers, 
who abduct and make serfs of them. They are acutely 
observant; they are superbly adept in the skills required -to 
live in the veld; they must be unremittingly alert against 
the ever-present menaces of the mamba and the lion. 


THE RIVER Bushmen survive in the dense, mosquito- 
ridden papyrus swamps of the Okovango river; the Gikwe 
Bushmen survive on the far-reaching steppes of Central 
Bechuanaland, where for nine months of the year there is 


no water at all. 


Their food may be moist roots, ants (‘‘not 


bad, not too unpleasant, but sour and very watery, very like 
a blackberry before it is ripe”), snakes, rabbits, foxes, ante- 
lopes, almost anything (the honey badger is nauseating). 


They survive. 


They are good-humored; they sing; they work 


off resentments by malicious jesting; they dance, usually 
ceremonially; they frolic; they have zest for life and they 
have dignity. They are not so tall as Nordic Supermen, but 


their stature is measured in other ways. 


They call them- 


selves “zhu twa si,” which means “the harmless people.” 


Their story grips one’s vitals.

Romanesque to Frank Lloyd Wright, in Recent Books

‘THE STORY OF ART is the 
record of man’s struggle at different 
times, in different. places and under 
differing circumstances to embalm and 
fix some harmony his ear has caught, 
some radiance his eye has seen, some 
line or form that has brought him peace 
_-—out of the welter of chaos and anarchy 
in which his lot has fallen.” 


Louls LaBeaume speaking. From the 
perspective of an architectural caréer 
that began in St. Louis in 1904— the 
year of the Louisiana Purchase Exposi- 
tion — LaBeaume has put down some 
thoughts on his profession and its pros- 
pects in a well-packed little book. Its 
title is “Our Architectural Confusion,” 
and that is what it’s about. (Vantage 
Press, 128 pgs., $3.) 


In addition to designing a number of 
public buildings and dwellings in St. 
Louis, LaBeaume has served as chief of 
the Design Architectural Department at 
Washington University and on the City 
Art Museum board of control. He is an 
academician of the National Academy 
of Design, and for some years has been 
an active Sufiday painter. 

Along with these numerous interests, 
LaBeaume has developed a nimble and 
witty essay style, which he here directs 
at a certain sameness he has noticed in 
contemporary architecture (“Which of 
those two buildings is the City Hall and 
which the new Chrysler plant?”). He 
suggests that while a handsome build- 
ing, like a beautiful binding on a book, 
adds nothing to the value of the con- 
tent, “it may be regarded as evidence 
that the designer appreciated that cog- 
tent.” He argues that an “element of 
delight” should emerge from the physi- 
cal facts of a building, and he says to 
architects: 

“If we are to regard Modernism as 
just another fashion to be played with, 
we will continue to be fashion-mongers 
rather than architects, false to our op- 
portunities and our obligations. As a 
plagiarist with a bad conscience but an 
earnest desire to reform, I would say to 
fellow architects, having full faith in 
the essential virtue of the American 
character: ‘Be yourselves.’” 


ON A RECENT STOP in St. 
Louis, Sybil Moholy-Nagy, architectural 
critic and historian, told of a visit to 
the late Frank Lioyd Wright’s Arizona 
stronghold,’ Taliesen West, near Phoe- 
~nix, “Who,” she asked one of the great 
man’s disciples, “will carry on this work 
when Mr. Wright is gone?” 

The apprentice architect stared at 
her, quite shocked. “IF that should hap- 
pen,” he finally said, “Mrs. Wright will 
carry on.” 

The time-defying builder proved to 
be mortal, after all. When he died, a 
few weeks before his ninetieth birthday, 
the latest book about him had just ap- 
peared, “Our House,” by his wife, Olgi- 
vanna. This is an anecdotal stream of 
reminiscences, told with engaging and 
often amusing ' frankness. The brief 
chapter on Wright's running differences 
with Director James Johnson Sweeney 
over features of the new Guggenheim 
Musetim in New York is as eloquent a 
piece of between-the-lines literature as 
we are likely to encounter in a long 
time. (Horizon Press, 308 pgs., $4.50.) 
TWO RECENT BOOKS explore 
the notably fertile period in Western 
architecture when the monumental, 
vaulted and formal Roman style was 


carried into a more free, bolder devel- 
opment. This period was the Roman- 
“4 and the most prominent example 

its style in our own community is 
~ ba Fn, C. Link’s vast Union Station, 
with its double tower, arched windows 
and great barrel-vaulted waiting rooms. 

The Romanesque style belongs to the 
eleventh and twelfth centuries. Its 
architecture was largely that of monas- 
teries, which wanted generous space, 
provision for easy access to chapels and 
reliquaries by pilgrims, and openings to 
admit daylight. They also very much 
wanted fireproof buildings—marauding 
‘Vikings and Hungarians in northwest 
Europe repeatedly had burned earlier 
towns and churches. 

The entire field of Romanesque build- 

ings is covered in Kenneth John Con- 
ant’s “Carolingian and Romanesque Ar- 
chitecture” (Penguin Books, 343 pgs., 
176 plates, $12.50). The term “Carolin- 
gian” derives from Charlemagne, whose 
coronation as Roman Emperor in the 
year 800 brought on a stir of activity in 
art and architecture. Feudalism gave 
way to the age of the dignity of man, 
Carolingian builders anticipated fea- 
tures of the Romanesque, and this led 
into the Gothic and the Renaissance 
periods. 
_ Although many Romanesque structures 
have been lost, through the disintegra» 
tion of time and many wars, it is sur- 
prising how many remain for study by 
today’s architects, photographers and 
tourists. France, Germany, Italy and 
Spain are generously sprinkled with 
1000-year-old churches and monasteries, 
and a number are in England. Conant 
surveys these, and includes studies of 
some early prototypes in Scandinavia. 
His book is scholarly in organization, 
but is written in a style that the gen- 
eral reader can assimilate and enjoy. 


A MORE SPECIALIZED sur- 
vey of this style, with brief text and a 
scintillating array of photographs, is 
“Romanesque Art in Italy,” by Hans 
Decker. (Harry N. Abrams, 82 pgs., 263 
plates, $15.) 


This book deals with both architec-

ture and sculpture. Its anonymous pho- 
tographer performed masterly feats of 
combining sharp detail with beautiful 
lighting and composition, and the re- 
production is superb. Most of the pic- 
tures are in generous full-page size, and 
there are detailed notes. As is so often 
the case, the picture notes are in one 
portion of the book, the pictures in an- 
other, so much turning back and forth 
is necessary. It would»be a great service 
to readers if art book publishers could 
somehow manage to put notes and pic- 
tures together. 

Modern architecture is examined in 
another pair of books, each with its 
peculiar virtues and defects. 


Ian McCallum’s orderly “Architecture 
USA” (Reinhold, 216, pgs., $13.50) be- 
gins with Louis Sullivan and ends with 
contemporary California. It summarizes 
the personal background and style of 33 
American architects, and includes a lot 
of photographs, many of them too. small 
to be of much help. There is a regret- 
table tendency towards tilted angle 
shots of high-rise buildings. It is well 
organized for reference purposes, and it 
certainly conveys the burgeoning vital- 


ity of contemporary style, along with 


its occasional curious mutants. 


**‘MASTERS OF MODERN Ar- 
chitecture,” by John Peter (George 
Braziller, 230 pgs., $15) is an interna- 
tional treatment. Its 225 or so photo- 
graphs are generally large, informative 
and professional. It keeps interrupting 
itself—a page of Neutra, then a show- 
ing of Breuer’s houses, then more Neu- 
tra, and so on, with no apparent motive 
for the scattering. As a visual impres- 
sion of modern building style, however, 
Peter’s book performs dramatically. Its 
picture notes are in a separate portion, 
but have miniature duplicates of the 
big photos alongside.

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The Artist’s Role in Commerce 


His ‘Far-Reaching Influence Requires an Equal Responsibility

THE ARTIST is concerned with 
beauty—with-objects and forms whose 
appeal is through a sense of delight. 
The artist is also concerned with mean- 
ing. Most often his meaning is directly 
conveyed, through visual images that do 
not require or benefit from interpreta- 
tion by words. For in fact the language 
of visual images exists parallel to the 
language of words and is often better 
suited than words to transmit certain 
kinds of ideas and experiences. The 
ability to think depends as much upon 
our store of visual images as upon word 
symbols—we dream, always, in pictures. 


So it is not surprising that the artist, 

in all times, has been called upon to 
explain and promote—to advertise — 
concepts which might be influential 
upon the public’s mind and heart. He 
has labored in the interests of many 
patrons, perhaps most productively in 
the interests of.religion and princely 
rulers—and in times of illiteracy, out- 
side of the spoken word, his medium 
was the sole molder of public opinion, 
through ritual and pageantry, through 
sculpture and painting. For the artist, 
these are time-honored functions. They 
were not incompatible with his concerns 
for beauty. The meanings which he was 
called upon to convey were generally 
not incompatible with his concepts of 
truth, 
TODAY, IN THE VIRTUAL 
absence of public arts in the interests 
of church and state,;such functions have 
come to be identified almost wholly with 
the interests of business, and the artist 
who serves these functions is known as 
a commercial artist. Characteristically 
in our age, he has become a specialist 
—or even a super-specialist, adept in a 
particular facet of the many aspects 
which the practice of commercial art 
has developed. 

The business of business, mostly, is to 
create and-sell a product or service. 
Business has found the artist to be an 
extremely competent collaborator in this 
process, for he adds that element of de- 
light to the transaction which utility, 
alone, often lacks. Today, the senses of 
delight which are associated with a 


product or service may become the 
strongest of all incentives to buy—or to 
buy one rather than another otherwise 
similar product. More and more, the 
artist is depended upon to create an ef- 
fectively appealing identity for whatever 
is offered to the public for its ac- 
ceptance. 

The artist's contribution may begin 
with the shaping—the design—of the 
product itself. It may continue with the 
packaging of it: witness the competition 
for attention represented by the attrac- 
tive containers on any supermarket’s 
shelves, Counter displays—in fact, all 
forms of display advertising—are the 
handwork of artists. 


Thus the wheels of commerce are 
made to run even faster in behalf of a 
rapid turnover of goods. Without the 
powerful appeals of artist’s images, our 
concepts of what is good and desirable 
would remain individually vague and 
disorganized. It would not be possible 
to marshall our wants into those disci- 
plined patterns which mass-marketing 
requires. Aware of it or not, we are 
ambitious and industrious as a people 
largely because we wish to gain those 
things and values which the artist has 
pictured ag desirable. 

So the economic function of com- 
mercial art is clear and clearly indis- 
pensable. But does it also have a social 
function? Though the practical inten- 
tion of business may be merely to iden- 
tify the image of its product with the 


good life—so that our normal desires 


to better ourselves re-inforce its ap- 
peal—this requires that the good life 
be pictured in more or less explicit 
detail. 


HOW IS THIS good life described? 
Are its values those which we cherish 
for our society? Advertising, tal 
subtly or blatantly, pressures

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.the purpose of imposing some set of 


social values upon us, could recruit such 
resources. 

Yet the social responsibility which 
our advertisers bear is all too rarely 
recognized or understood. 

Insofar as the commercial artist 
images truth as he'sees it, he shares this 
social responsibility. Inasmuch as he 
becomes merely a tool, defining con- 
cepts imposed upon him by others, he 
is relieved of such responsibility—be- 
coming a hireling like any other em- 
ploye who is not charged with making 
or interpreting policy but only with 
carrying it out. As such, he is simply 
an artisan, no matter how adept or rich 
he beconmies, and he forfeits his right to 
be called artist. For art can result only 
when the artist speaks with sincerity 
and conviction. 


HOWEVER, over the last several 
decades, business has developed a grow- 
ing sense of social responsibility. This 
is evidenced in its employe relations, 
support of the United Fund, and a new 
awareness of its obligations to higher 
education, among other examples. But 
a socially conscious attitude toward ad- 
vertising seems not yet to have crossed 
its collective mind. The artist may have 
to become the conscience of the adver- 
tiser. And why not, for who is better 
able—who has a greater tradition of 
ethical idealism? As an essential part- 
ner in the act, who can wield more in- 
fluence upon advertising, if the will to

Classical Records 


‘THE DEVIL AND DANIEL WEBSTER" by 
Douglas Moore is one of several one-act operas of impressive 
quality written by American tomposers in the last 20 or 25 
years. As performed for a new fecording by the Festival 
Choir and Orchestra with Armando Alberti conducting, the 
music has a lively, homespun American character well suited 
to its subject matter. The opera is based on a story by 
Stephen Vincent Benet, who also collaborated in producing 
the libretto. The main characters—Daniel Dapper, Jabez 
Stone and Old Scratch, a “Boston lawyer,” are sung, ay oto 
tively by Lawrence Winters, baritone, Joe Blankenship, bass 
Doris Young, soprano and Frederick Weidner, tenor. 

It is a superior cast and a superior production but Mr. 
Weidner is outstandingly effective in the way he manipulates 
the color of his light tenor voice. Ng age it is easier to be 
diabolical than good. Mr. Weidner, in any case, seems to 
be igniting his voice with sulphur. The opera follows the 
singspiel form; that is, part of the dialogue is spoken. (West- 
minster, Monaural, one record.) 


ABBA EBAN, the retiring Ambassador from Israel to the 
United States, has become the “Voice of Israel” to millions 
of people in the United States. His qualifications for that 
high function are amply demonstrated in a new recording, 
“Israel Speaks,” which offers a number of excerpts from the 
Ambassador’s public addresses. His pride in the accomplish- 
ments of Israel is manifest in everything he says but his 
knowledge of history and the realities of modern world poli- 
tics are equally evident. Aside from their content, Ambassa- 


-dor Eban’s speeches are distinguished for their impeccable 


use of the English language and their crystal-clear enuncia- 
tion. Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt introduces the Ambassador and 


interlards the excerpts with explanatory remarks. (United.

A RECORDING of “Processional and Instrumental 


Music” by Giovanni Gabrieli undertakes with considerable’ 
success to reproduce the pomp and fervor of religious cere- 
monials in seventeenth century Venice. The recording was 
made by the Choir and Orchestra of the Gabrieli Festival 
with Edmund Appia conducting. The ten sacred motets range 
in character from ecstatic brilliance to gentle purity. Most 
of them require multiple choirs situated in different parts 
of the church and though even a stereophonic recording is 
not precisely true to life it comes close enough to suggest 
the spatial organization of this music. (Vanguard, Stereo- 
phonic, one record.) 

TENDERNESS OF FEELING predominates in per- 
formances of Schumann’s “Carnaval,” “Scenes of Childhood” 
and “Papillons” by the pianist Guiomar Novaes. Her fine 
taste saves her from making too much of Schumann's roman- 
tic sentiment though she employs time accents and subtle 
gradations of volume quite freely.

Critical Rématks About Critics

you like him or not, is equally provocative in 
his thoughts about music, musicians and the cultural 
phere in which they operate. Stravinsky has 

himself to print quite often but a recent book of 
versations,” published by Doubleday, reveals the man as 
an artist and the artist as a man more clearly than sa the 
antecedent publications put together. 

Except for several letters, which might better 
attached as an appendix, the book takes the form of a dia- 
logue with Robert Craft asking questions or suggesting topics 
consideration. The latter’s responses are 
notably fresh, honest, succinct and learned in the best serise. 
His gift for reducing a long argument to a few short s#én- 
tences is quite extraordinary and in many instances he — 
all that needs be said. 

In others his ex-cathedra utterances might have pote 
profitably extended. Critics are incompetent, he says, be- 
cause “they do not see how a musical phrase is constructed, 
do not know how music is written; they are incompetent: in 
the technique of the contemporary musical language.” 


‘SURELY THERE MUST BE many critics who “see 


how a phrase is constructed” in the works of Stravinsky 
or other composers to the extent that it can be seen in the 
score or understood by listening to a performance. If « still 
closer knowledge is essential to a just appreciation ft can 
only be obtained by penetrating the composer’s mind aHd 
discovering the otherwise hidden premises of his thought. 
Such a technique, so far as I know, has never been worked 
out. 

So if a contemporary work is still an enigma to reviewers 
even after they have examined the score and heard it played 
many times, it must be even more enigmatic to the general 
public. 

Actually it is unlikely that Stravinsky regards his own 
music as too subtle or too esoteric for the lay audience, His 
quarrel is with the critics who mislead the public because 
they will not take the trouble or are not sufficiently musical 
or are too much affected by a culture lag to understand his 
special language. To the extent that critics and reviewers 
miss the point of a musical work through lack of preparation 
they are certainly culpable and deserving of whatever is said 
about ‘them. But as Stravinsky is quite sweeping in his 
charge one may infer that he includes virtually all critical 
writers. 


IT WOULD SEEM, then, that all criticism, for him, 
suffers from an incurable lack of perception as faF as 
contemporary music is concerned. Undoubtedly he would say 
the same of practicing musicians who do not like Stravinsky 
which suggests that what he really considers essential {s that 
a composer be judged according to his own laws. That-crit- 
icism should be guided by the intention of the artist is an 
old principle approved by such eminent figures as Goethe and 
Benedetto Croce. Admittedly it is hetpful in establishing. a 
frame of reference. You cannot justly rebuke the composer 
of a musical comedy for not writing like Richard Wagner. 
Even so, the weakness of the principle is evident in the fact 
that a trivial design, perfectly executed, is still trivial, 
POSSIBLY I AM READING more into Stravinsky's 
brief statement than was intended. I hope so berause 
if contemporary music is a closed book to all except a 
limited elite it has lost its public function. I also hope that 
Stravinsky, in some later conversation will define more ex- 
plicity the “equipment” necessary to “know” a work.” In 
stating other opinions and principles he is usually quite 
precise. It would be a pleasure to treat his “Conversations” 
at much greater length than space here permits because 
everything he says about music, musicians (including himself), 
or men of importance in nearby realms of art has the sting 
of unabashed candor. 

As a sample, I close with the following: 

“Tl remember Rachmaninoff’s earliest compositions. They 
were ‘watercolors,’ songs and piano pieces freshly influenced 
by Tchaikovsky. Then at 25 he turned to ‘oils’ and became a 
very old composer indeed. Do not expect me to spit on him 
for that, however. He was, as I have said, an awesome man, 
and besides, there aré too many others to be spat ae:

Khrushchev Tells Soviet Writers 
To Help Rehabilitated Authors 


MOSCOW, May 23 (AP)— 
Premier Khrushchev says So- 
viet writers should stretch out 
a helping hand to their fellows 
who acknowledge mistakes and 
seek to correct them; that it is 
wrong to hit a man when he 
is down. 

Moscow Radio reported he 


speech yesterday to the third 
Soviet Writers’ Congress. 

The broadcast account—of a 
Tass report—made no mention 
of Nobel prize winner Boris 
Pasternak, whom a speaker at 
the congress accused Monday 
of “The Behavior of a Traitor.” 

It brought out that Khrush- 
chev criticized Vladimir Du- 
dintsev, whose 1956 novel “Not 
by Bread Alone,” was hailed in 
the West. Khrushchev said the 
novel . presented distorted 
picture of Soviet lifé that drew 
the attention of the Soviet 
Union’s enemies. 

The week-long congress 
closed today in the Great Hall 
of the Kremlin. Moscow Radio 
reported the writers adopted 
a resolution on “the tasks of 
Soviet literature in Communist 
construction” and got a mes- 


tee of the Soviet Communist 
party promising “constant care 
for the development of Soviet 
literature.” 

Western reporters were ad- 
mitted only to the opening 
meeting. 

Khrushchev said the carriers 
of revisionist opinions, seeking 
to attack the party line, had 
suffered a complete idealogical 
fiasco. He went on: 

“One must make it easier for

writers who seek to forget as 
soon as possible that they made 
serious mistakes, to go over 
from erroneous views to cor- 
rect, principled positions. 


“One should not curse them 
or emphasize their former er- 
rors. One must. not constantly 
point to them. 


“One does not hit a man 
when he is down. And if the 
Opponent in an _ ideological 
struggle surrenders, acknowl- 
edges defeat and expresses 
willingness to take a correct 
stand, one must raise him up, 
stretch a hand out to him so 
that he could join the ranks 
and work together.” 


Khrushchev said he sided 
with writers who show the 
glory of labor, the struggle be- 
tween the old and the new and 
the inevitable victory of the 
new. Showing the positive, he 
explained, they at the same 


time denounce what must be | 


discarded, 


He said certain passages in. 


Dudintsev’s novel was worthy 
of attention and that Dudintsev 
correctly noted certain nega- 
tive phenomena. But the 
Premier added that the novel- 
ist described these phenomena 
in an exaggerated, deliberately 
generalized form. 

“Like Dudintsev,” He. said, 
“certain other writers appar- 
ently wanted to help the party 
and the people to do away 
with negative phenomena when 
they presented a distorted and 
exaggerated picture.

TO ATTITUDE OF AGED 


Proper. medical treatment 
can make the latter years of 
life a period of continuing 
growth and development, 
ra than a time of regres- 
sion, it was reported at the 
third annual Postgraduate 
Course in Geriatric Medicine 


. Jaime Toro, research as- 
sistant in the division of geron- 
tology at Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine. w. 
among speakers at the three 
day session in the schooi's 

auditorium. 

He described the St. Louis 
Chronie Hospital’s comprehery 
sive rehabilitation prograir 

at giving disabled, 
chronically ill, elderly patients 
maximum independence. There 
is a significant relationship, he 
said, between mental and phy- 
sical condition 4in these cases. 

Frequent Relegation, 

“Very frequently in the 
past,” Dr. Toro said, “chron- 
ically disabled, aged individ- 
uals have been considered 
hopeless cripples and relegated 
to some institution, there to 
vegetate out their remaining 
years, bed-bound, helpless, and 
a burden to themselves and to 
their families. 

“No longer is this attitude 
justifiable; regardless of the 
extent of disability, these pa- 
tients can always be helped to 
a greater or lesser degree by 
a dynamic program of medical 
treatment and rehabilitation.” 

Discussing a two-year study 
at the hospital here, Dr. Toro 
said the effort to bring dis- 
abled old persons to a higher 
plane of mental and physical 
activity had been successful to 
a surprising degree. Many, he 
said, have been discharged 
from the institution. 

He said treatment included 
medical care, the improvement 
of nutrition, the administration 
of estrogen-androgen: therapy, 
and other measures suited to 
the patient’s individual needs. 

‘Dramatic Improvement’, 

“Dramatic improvement in 
disposition, favorable personal- 
ity changes, and renewed so- 
cial interests have been suc- 
cessfully achieved with the 
combined estrogen - androgen 
therapy,” he said. Estrogen and 
androgen are hormone prepar- 
ations. 

Dr. William B. Kountz, as- 
sistant professor of clinical 
medicine at Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, 
said an important factor in 
keeping older persons in good 
health was the maintenance of 
proper mental and physical 
activity. 

With the advice of physi- 
cians, he said, programs of 
physical activity should be set 
up, and such things as walking, 
swimming and bicycling should 
be encouraged. 

Dr. Kountz said mental 
health in elderly patients could 
be improved by having them 
read and memorize poetry, or 
portions of the Bible. -

OTTAWA, May 23 — The 
United ._ States informed the 
Canadian government today 
that shrimp from Communist 
China would be “allowed free- 
ly to pass” over United States 
highways and railroads in bond 
from one point in Canada to 
another. 

In lifting the three-month- 
old bar on such shipments, the 
United States made it clear 
that it was hot removing the 
prohibition against import 
from China into the United 
States, but was acting solely 
in the interest of good-neigh- 
bor relations with Canada, 
which while not recognizing 
Red China does not prohibit 
trade with that country. 

The shipments by truck from 
Vancouver to distributors east 
of the Rockies had been going 
on for some time until a Ca- 
nadian truck bound for eastern 


Canada was halted at Blaine, 


Wash., by a United States cus- 
toms officer on orders from 
the State Department. The 
truck moved over United 
States highways because roads 
in British Columbia were in- 
adequate.

The Mohole project was born 
two years ago at a Sunday 
breakfast in La Jolla, Calif., 
home of the University of Cali- 
fornia’s Scripps Oceanographic 
Institution and a leading cen- 
ter for ocean research. Its 
authors were Profs. Harry Hess 
of Princeton and Walter Munk 
of California. They suggested 
the mohole as a direct, if seem- 
ingly fantastic, way to settle 
numerous mysteries relating to 
the inside of the earth.

The committee sent to the 
Senate a bill to provide $4,628,- 
097,000 to run the three agen- 
cies in the coming year. That 
still was $25,168,400 less than 
Mr. Eisenhower asked. 

The single exception to the 
House cutting drive was a bill 
providing $3,367,969,681 for the 
welfare department and related 
agencies. This was $181,348,100 
more than the President re- 
quested. 

This display of liberality was 
more than wiped out by cuts of 
about $280,000,000 in two bills 
financing the Department of 
Agriculture and a group of in- 
dependent agencies whose funds 
are alloted in a single bill. 

In all, the House this year 
has considered or has before it 
presidential requests for about 
$20,300,000,000. It has approved 
about $20,100,000,000 of this 
amount, assuming it follows the 
Appropriations Committee’s rec- 
ommendations for financing of 
the State and Justice Depart- 
ments which will be voted on 
next week.

A subsistence and coconut 
planting program was insti- 
tuted and an American agricul- 
turist was hired to give advice. 
Two health aids were stationed 
on Rongelap and a medical 
practitioner visits the atoll 
once a month. Each year a 


medical and scientific team | ad 


from the United States Atomic 
Energy Commission conducts 
extensive medical and physical 
examinations. 

But, the mission said, the 
Rongelaps remain worried 
over their health. Their doubts, 
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the report said, may have been 
strengthened by the annual 
visits of medical and scientific 
teams “which, they feel; would 
not be n if they were 
well and no danger existed.” 


The mission said it was con- 
fident the Rongelap islanders 
have recovered physically from 
immediate effects of irradia- 


tion and that material aid for 
their rehabilitation is fully 


equate. 

“However,” the mission add- 
ed, “their emotional and phy- 
chological problem, arising 
from persistent fears and ap- 


prehensions concerning their 
well-being, is one which, in 


quires prompt and serious at- 
tention if the Rongelap people 
are to be fully restored to a 
normal and productive life.” 
The mission’s members were 
Chiping H.-C. Kiang of Na- 
tionalist China, chairman; Al- 
fred Claeys Bouuaert of Bel- 
gium; U Tin Maung of Burma 
and Sergio Kociancich of Italy.

It was subsequently 
passed with an amendment say- 
ing the state could not take 
over those schools “established 
and administered by such au- 
thorities as have the right to 
do so.” 

This stilled the immediate 
eontroversy over direct take- 
overs.

Th 
doubt that he is ready to p 
his 400,000-man garrison out 
of East Germany while an es- 
timated 75 per cent of the peo- 
ple oppose the satellite regime. 

In the abortive June 17, 
1953, revolt of the East Ger- 
man workers, only Soviet army 
intervention saved the satel- 
lite regime from collapse. 

Hard Look at Forces. 

What Khrushchev’s risks 
would be can be gauged from 
a hard look at the East Ger- 
man army—a force founded 30 
months after the satellite’s po- 
lice balked at putting down the 
June 17 revolt. 

The East Germany army 
comes under Russian command 
within the Warsaw Pact organ- 
ization, the Communist coun- 
terpart of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization.

Problem of Placement 
lL am concerned with the fact

We find that we can’t place 
some of our best people?”

“ Let us imagine that instead 
of the year 1959 we were con- 
sidering this problem a quarter 
of a century ago—in 1934.

But even in the 
simple matter of personal 
hygiene his environment pre- 
vents him from achieving it. 

Worse still, the prospects 
are none too good for him to 
improve his situation in the 
foreseeable future. 

Does this mean that he will 
become more susceptible to 
Communist in fil u ence? Spe- 
cifically, that he will look to 
the Chinese Communists and 
their methods as the answer to 
his problem? 

Forces pull at him from op- 
posite directions. 

Advance Reported Halted. 

A top American diplomat 
said that Red China’s advance 
toward the nations around its 
periphery has been stopped 
for the last two years. With 
each passing day, Asian peo- 
ple and their governments — 


many of whom have only) 


known freedom since the end 
of World War Il—are learning 
more about the harsh, brutal- 
izing tactics of the Chinese 
Reds. 

The rebellion in Tibet under- 
lined these tactics, particularly 
in the bloody way it was sup- 
pressed. Moreover, Thailand 
and Burma are predominantly 
Buddhist nations. Other mil- 
lions of Buddhists live in 
Japan, India, Indonesia, Ma- 
laya and Ceylon. 

To them, the spectacle of the 
Dalai Lama fleeing for his life 
has been the most shocking 


illustration of the meaning of 


Communism since the Hun- 
garian rebellion. In the rice 
Paddies and on the rubber 
plantations, simple peasants 
may not understand: politics. 
But they cannot fail to under- 
stand the naked display of 
force touching the person of a 
revered religious leader.

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RAILWAY 
ESS AGENCY 


NEW YORK, May 23 (AP)— 
The Railway Express Agency, 
after 120 years of. adventure- 
some existence, must either 
overhaul its operations or go 
out of business. 

Railway Express is the com- 
pany which, throughout Ameri- | 
ca’s history, has carried pack- | 
ages—from gold to ladybugs, 
diamonds to jackasses, Its 
roots sink deep into American 
history and folklore. 

In recent months the rail- 
roads which own the agency 


have huddled in_ perplexed 
conferences, hoping to find a 
solution to its mounting defi- 
cits. The crisis erupted last 
December when the New York 
Central said it was getting out 


in 1960. 


Directors have set a dead- 
line of June 1 for a solution, 
although that deadline could 
be extended. If there is no so- 
lution, enough railroads could 
withdraw support to cause the 
agency to collapse. 

Much more likely, however, | 
fis a revamping of operating 
methods which would enable 
the parcel carrying service to 
continue. 


Started by Conductor. 

Although the present Rail- 
way Express Agency was 
founded in 1928, it is a direct 
historical descendant of enter- 
prises which go far back 
through a romantic past. | 

A former conductor, William | 
Harnden, inaugurated the ex- 
press business in 1839 by sys- 
tematizing the task of carrying 
small packages — putting the 
work on a definite schedule 
end advertising what he was | 
doing. | 

Of course, packages had | 
been carried before that. Stage | 
coach drivers transported | 
packages under huge hats, a | 
ng which led to the be- | 
ief the drivers developed pre- | 
mature baldness. | 


Harnden’s route was be- 
tween New York and Provi- | 
dence by steamboat, and then 
to Boston by the Boston and | 
Providence railroad. | 

The railroad put a car direct- | 
ly behind the engine for Harn- 
.den’s packages. That was im- | 
portant, It put the express | 
business into the passenger | 
section of railroad operations. | 
It’s still there, but the way out | 
may be to transfer it to freight. 


Wells, Fargo Famous. 


Perhaps the most famous 
name in express history was 
Wells, Fargo & Co., which 
helped win the West. It was 
foun by He Wells; who 

~ worked for Harnden, and 
William G. Fargo. 

Also famous was the Pony 
Express—a financial failure it- 
self but the inspiration for 
many a profitable movie and 
television production. It lasted 
18 months, carrying letters and 
papers, between St. Joseph, 
Mo., and Sacremento, Calif., in 
1860 and 1861. 


All the nation’s express com- 
panies were unified into one, 
the American Railway Express 
Co., in 1918, when the rails 
were run by the federal gov- 
ernment during World War I. 


The present Railway Express 
Agency was organized by the 
railroads in 1928 and pur- 
chased the properties of Ameri- 
can Railway Express in 1929. 

Railway Express is owned by 
66 railroads. The agency signs 
operating agreements with car- 
riers—railroads, airlines, motor 
carrier lines, steamship lines. 
Thus “air express” is a part of 
Railway Express because of 
operating agreements with air- 
lines, 


37,000 Employes. 


Railway Express employs 37,- | 


000 full time workers and has 
offices in 13,000 cities and 
towns, It handles almost any- 


thing. Bees, elephants, race | 


horses—al]l have gone by ex- 
press. If necessary, they are 
fed, watered and exercised en 
route.

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WASHINGTON, May 23 
(UPI)—The military has asked 
the nation’s inventors to devise 
a rocket-powered flying suit, 
and Leonard Hardland won't} 
be flabbergasted if they do it. 

Hardland is chief engineer 
of the National Inventors 
Council of the Department of 


Commerce. When the military 
needs something that hasn't 
been invented yet, it tells the 
NIC. The NIC tells the inven- 
tors. ) 


Since the agency was cre- 
ated in 1940, it has circulated 
among inventors hundreds of 
“technical problems affecting 
national defense.” No detailed 
record has been kept of the 
response to these appeals for 
ideas, but Hardland figures the 
venture has paid off well. 


This week the council pub- 
lished 28 new invention re- 
quests and five revised ones. 
They included a rocket lift 
device to carry a man over 
rough country or let him down 
gently from an airplane, a sys- 
tem for living off the land 
after atomic war by having mi- 
crobes convert inedible mate- 
rials into food, and a means of 
getting damaged parts of sub- 
mari cables to rise auto- 
matic to the surface to be 
repaired. 

Doesn’t Follow Through. 

The council’s job is done 
when it publishes the mili- 
tary’s requests and screens and 
relays ideas submitted by the 
inventors, It does not have to 
keep tabs on what ideas bear 
fruit and what don't.: 

But Hardland has a few 
facts and figures which indi- 
cate the United States in- 
ventive mind is still perking 
as it did in the cays of Eli’ 
Whitney. In response to its 
last bulletin, issued in Novem- 
ber, the council received about 
5000 suggestions. 

It found that 200 were 
worth sending on to the mili- 
tary, although only about 100 
were directly related to any 
of the specific problems which 
had been submitted. The re- 
quests, Hardland said, had 
stimulated the inventors “to 
ae up things we didn’t ask 
or.” 

Of several thousand replies 
received by the council after 
one of its periodic appeals, 
perhaps fewer than 20 will

The military itself has asked 
for things that couldn’t be 
made—for example, a mechan- 
ical mole capable of digging 
tunnels at the rate of a mile 
a minute without creating a 
dirt-disposal problem. Of this 
and other similarly wacky re- 
quests Hardland said: “We 
have had no luck with any 
blue-sky items.” 

He does not consider the 
rocket-propelled flying harness 
a blue-sky item. The military 
already has in development a 
hedge-hopping rocket device 
which enables a G.I. to jump 
obstacles he could not other- 
wise negotiate. 

The new gadet would operate 
on the same principle without 
violating any known laws of 
nature. Hardland is confident 
somebody will invent it.

A Century Later. 


Today American communl- 
ties from coast to coast are 
already preparing to observe 
the “100 years after” centen- 
nial of the conflict, 

The Civil War Centennial 
Commission, set up by Con- 
gress a year ago, found rough 
going at first in its efforts to 
co-ordinate a nation-wide pro- 


am. 

Southern spokesmen balked at 
taking part in a Civil War com- 
memoration. Although Con- 
federate Gen. Robert E. Lee 
hintself spoke of it as a Civil 
War, some Dixie officials in- 
sisted it should be called the 
War Between the States. 

Later they said that as far 
as the South was concerned, 
any activity below the Mason- 
Dixon Line would be known 
as the Confederate Civil War 
Centennial. Except in North 
Carolina, it has now been 
agreed to drop the word Con- 
f ate. 

arl S. Betts, executive di- 
rector of the national commis- 
sion, says all the Southern 
states except Alabama and 
Florida are co-operating fully. 
By latest count, state centen- 
nial commissions have been 
appointed in 27 states, with 
others expected to follow soon. 

Quieting of Fears. 

Amid a host of delicate prob- 
lems, the national commission 
also had to quiet fears that the 
centennial might rekindle old 
and bitter passions, particular- 


cet, ba Me yo the Civil 
War general and sulin of 
the national commission, dis- 
cussed the problem in a recent 
speech: 

“In answer to the questions 
‘Why commemorate the Civil 


memory of fratricidal strife?’ 
I submit that the Civil War 


try ever faced. It was our most 
profound and tragic experi- 
ence. 

“To commemorate the cen- 
tennial of this war we do not 
want simply to string together 
a series of holidays, reviving 
here the exultation of victory 
and there the sadness of de- 


eat. 

“Rather, the centennial must 
give us a new understanding of 
the way in which Americans 
built from sacrifice and suffer- 
ing an enduring nation and a 
lasting peace.” 

6500 Events on List. 


With heroes and heroic 
memories to spare on both 
sides, the commission 
drawn up a list of 6500 
standing Civil War events 
which it hopes will serve as 
the focal points for observ- 
ances across the land, 


These include the attack on 
Fort Sumter, S.C., April 12, 
1861, which marked the formal 
opening of hostilities, and 
major engagements ranging 
from the battles of Bull Run, 
Shiloh, Antietam, Chancellors- 
ville, Gettysburg, Vicksburg, 
the Wilderness and Atlanta to 
the final surrender of Lee’s 
army at Appomatox Court- 
house, April 9, 1865. 


The four-year centennial will 
extend from Jan. 1, 1961, 
through December 1965. 

The national commission, 
which acts as a clearing house 
for information, with head- 
quarters in Washington, D.C., 
says definite plans are under 
way for the re-enactment of 
at least six great dramas of the 
war, 

These include the first Battle 
of Bull Run (known in the 
South as First Manassas be- 
cause Of its locale at Manassas, 
Va.), the bruising seesaw strug- 
gle to halt Lee’s invasion of 
Maryland at Antietam creek, 
and the Battle of Philippi, W. 
Va., which marked the first 
union victory of the war.

] in 3 reasing Interest in 
Interior Decorating 


By POLLY CRAMER 
Mr, and Mrs. America are 
showing an increasing interest 
in home decorating. It is a 
most rewarding hobby, for 
with a little imagination, we 
can make what we want of our 
homes. 

The wise home decorator 
makes a plan — a complete 
mental picture—before buying 
a stick of furniture or a pint 
of paint. Of these two, the 
pint of paint seems harder to 
choose. 

The number one ‘question 
usually concerns color. The 
color of a sofa seems to pose 
more of a problem than its 
style or quality. 

Such an awareness of color 
is good. Color is a veritable 
magician, It can set nerves 
on edge or soothe the spirit. 
It can seemingly enlarge or 
diminish the size of a room. 
It is indeed the decorator’s 
best friend. 

A general timidity toward 
color may be due to all the 
things we read about color 
wheels, spectrums and so on. 
Forget them if they seem con- 
fusing. There never was a rule 
that couldn't be broken. 

There are some things to 
consider, however, before div- 
iag off the deep end. A small 
room will seem larger by the 
use of receding colors like soft 
green, blue, gray. or white. 
Brown, deep green and other 
dark shades will help to “close 
in” the room that seems too 
large. 

Daughter’s Taste Different 


Exposures, too, enter into 
the picture, for few could sur- 
vive long in a sunny room that 
had red or intense yellow as its 
dominant color. Such points 
are more common sense than 
decorating rules. 

We all have personal feel- 
ings and reactions to color. A 
frilly pink bedroom may have 
always been mother’s dream 
for her 16-year-old, but daugh- 
ter may prefer beige and 
brown used in a sleek and tai- 
lored style. 

Anyone old enough to talk 
should be able to voice an 
opinion on the color scheme 
for his or her own bedroom. 
The main rooms of the house 
will be pretty much up to the 
lady of the house, but she 
would surely never select col- 
ors that her husband and the 
children dislike. 


Rooms may have monochro- 
matic schemes—predominately 
one color, with interest pro- 
vided by varying textures and 
tones, 

Mrs. Smith’s hall, for in- 
stance, has natural pine walls, 
a brown cork floor, natural 
cotton curtains and a hooked 
rug in faded neutral colors. 

Other rooms have schemes 
combining contrasting colors, 
such as Mrs. Johnson’s bed- 
room, which has blue and 
white wallpaper, white curtains 
and bedspread and a lipstick 
red carpet: Red geraniums 
add another smash of color 
contrast. 

Personal preferences dictate 
such choices. One may be as 
correct as the other. 


Look At Nature. 


Many of us are in doubt 
as to what color goes with 
what. The surest way is to 
look at nature, at good paint- 
ings, fine rugs, patterned wall- | 


papers and fabrics until you

Take notes as to the propor- 
tionate quantities of each col- 
or these experts have used. 
Three main colors are plenty 
in any room—many charming 
ones have less, Don’t use an 
equal amount of each of the 
three. One should dominate, 
the second used in a lesser de- 
gree and the third not more 
than an accent. 

In the average room for the 
average person, violent color 
shocks should be in small 
doses, such as in pillows or 
other accessories that aren't 
too expensive to change when 
and if we become tired of 
them. 

Do remember that this year’s 
high-style colors in home fur- 
nishings, just as in clothes, are 
going to be dated next year. 
However, if a “fad’ color hap- 
pens to be your favorite, go 
ahead and use it. 

Choosing a color scheme is 
a personal thing, not one to 
consult friends and relatives 
about and then be detoured 
from your own preferences. 

After your colors are deter- 
mined, assemble swatches of 
paint,_-wellpeper, rugs and 
fabrics. Carry them with you 
—never trust your memory as 
to color. If possible, get large 
sample lengths and hang them 
up. Look at them in various 
daylight hours as well as at 
night.

You 
pay as much for an unattrac- 
tive scheme as you would for 
a breathless combination. Find 
the right colors for you and 
your family and they may work 
miracles, as they did for an ac- 
quaintance, Mrs. A.

The fateful day she stopped 
in a decorator’s shop to look at 
new living-ragm wallpaper, she 
looked as drab and gloomy as 
the weather outside. Running 
the risk of losing a good pay- 
ing customer, this decorator 
started in to sell not just new 


wallpaper, but a new way of 


life—a change from Mrs, A.’s |

tan and brown existence. 

She | 


let him redecorate her living 
room completely, In her new 
gray-blue living room (which

B in his own back yard, poured 20 golf balls from 
a bucket. Taking a No. 5 iron in hand, he addressed 
each ball perfectly, chipped all 20 shots onto the 
green. Then, grinning his wide, toothy, eye-sparkling 
grin, he swaggered toward an easy chair on his terrace, 
dropped. into it and announced, as if he were trying 
to convince himself of the fact, “Never felt better in 
my life.” 

“That's not what the papers say,” I declared, quot- 
ing the following headlines: “Bos Horst SEriousty 
Int...

Although he 
leoks 40, Hope will be 56 this coming Friday, and at 
56 he’s got to slow down. Give Beb an audience of 
one—even if it’s in a telephone booth or a foxhole— 
and he'll perform for two hours. 

“The doctors told me,” Bob explains, “that I've got 
to cruise at a little slower speed, that I've got to pace 
myself. They gave me a thorough exam and couldn't 
find one sinister thing. How do you like that word, 
‘sinister’? Pretty classy, huh? _ 

“They told me that what I was suffering from was 
overwork but not high blood pressure. When my eye 
started to act up a few months ago I went to Dr. 
Maurice Beigelman in Beverly Hills. ‘Maury,’ I said, 


‘I need both eyes to read those idiot cards on tele- ui 


vision, and one is acting up.’ He examined me—and 
well, you know how those doctors are. They believe in 
playing it safe, sharing the wealth, spreading it around. 

“Next thing I knew I was on a plane bound for 
New York, and the newspapers had me a full-fledged 
invalid. They should’ve seen me in action at the New 
York medical center. Those doctors there had me 
running through more tunnels than John L. Lewis 
in his heyday. After the tests were finished Dr. Stuart 
W. Cosgriff said, ‘Bob, you’re going too fast all the 
time. You've got to slow down.’ I protested. ‘But, Doc,’ 
I said, ‘I love my work. I get laughs wherever I go.’ The 
Dec nodded. ‘Sure,’ he said, ‘only your blood vessels 
can’t hear ‘em.’ 


Can He Slow Down? 


“He then went on to say that I was suffering from 
a little circulatory trouble, a little vascular thing, 
nothing important that some tranquilizers wouldn’t 
take care of. ‘Bob,’ he said, ‘nature’s been very kind to 
you. It’s just given you a warning. In many cases it 
doesn’t. It just strikes. You’ve got to slow down.’ ” 

When a comedian like Bob Hope has been going 
full speed for 25 years—doing radio, motion pictures, 
personal appearances, TV and books—is it possible 
for him to slow down? If so, which facets of his life 
does he abandon? 

After all, this British-born son of a London stone 
mason has entertained more servicemen more fre- 
quently than any other artist in show business. His 
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Shooting from the hip, Bob Hope style, as shown in 
scene from Alias Jesse James, This is the motion picture 
in which many of his fellow stars play guest bits. 


rewards for this patriotism are a sense of satisfaction 
and a huge scroll presented to him by former Presi- 
dent Harry Truman and signed by 1,000,000 Gis. In 
addition Bob has received from President Eisenhower 
the highest honor the armed forces can bestow on a 
civilian—the Medal for Merit. Hope is the only living 
trouper to be so honored. Al Jolson received the medal 
posthumously. Bob has appeared in as many as eight 
benefit shows in one day. In 1952 alone he gave 550 per- 
formances gratis, more than one a day, mind you, for 
the benefit of organizations ranging from the Duke of 
Edinburgh’s National Playing Fields Association to 
the Holy Family Adoption Service. 


Additional Duties 


In addition to broad interests in charities and show 
business, Bob is part owner of the Cleveland Indians 
baseball team and the Los Angeles Rams football team. 
He also owns a TV station in Denver and, with Bing 
Crosby, is a partner in several extensive oil holdings 


_ in Texas. A few years ago, when he and Bing struck 


pay dirt in the oil fields of west Texas, Bob happened 
to be present and quipped, “I haven’t seen so much 
oil since I borrowed a comb from George Raft.” 
Which doors to his life does such a man close? 
Which avenues to fulfillment does he seal off? 
Hope insists he will close none. “I’m not gonna 
give pp TY,” he maintains, “and certainly not motion 


' pictures. And if I couldn’: play for the troops any 


more, that would be the saddest day in my whole 
life. The trouble with me is that I enjoy working,” 
What seems to have brought on his recent ill- 
ness was his insistence last Christmas upon going 
overseas to entertain the armed forces. He had just 
finished his latest film, Alias Jesse James, and thought 
it would add much to the film if he could get Bing 


Crosby, Gary Cooper, Jim Arness, Ward Bond, Gail — 


Davis and a few other stars to do guest bits in the pic- 
ture. Although it frequently meant working after 
hours, not one of these stars turned Hope down, an 
adequate reflection of how widely loved he is in the 
movie colony. Bob slaved on the film in the middle of 
TV appearances and rehearsals until the last moment, 
then flew to Europe with two planeloads of enter- 
tainers to perform for the servicemen. 

For Old Ski-Nose it turned out to have been a 
personally punishing 12-day expedition. His doctors 
say now that he should have gone to Palm Springs 
instead for a vacation. Only Palm Springs, it so hap- 
pens, no longer has servicemen about. 

It was in Spain, at the U.S. Air Force Base in 
Moron, that Hope first came down with a virus. “I 
fell over in the officers’ club,” he recalls, “and said to 
someone, “Will you please have a waiter bring me a 
drink.’ Then I got_up and finished the last half of the 
show. I felt very woozy.” 


The Air Force physician who examined Bob at this" 


point told him to cancel his tour. Hope refused. He 
played two more shows in Spain, then, quietly and 
unknown to his troupe, collapsed in Madrid. He was 
hospitalized and visited by U.S. Ambassador John 
Lodge, a former film actor. Lodge praised the comedian 
as the country’s popular and unofficial roving ambassa- 
dor, then told him he could be elected to any public 
office if he ever wanted to enter politics. “Sounds 
lovely, John,” Hope told him, “just lovely. But I 


believe I'll wait until they give a raise in salaries.” 

After two hours in bed Bob “escaped” from the 
hospital, rejoined his troupe and flew to Naples and 
Frankfurt. In Germany he became dizzy—the virus. 
was now more virulent than ever—and found some 
difficulty in focusing with his left eye. At a general's 
quarters he lost his sense of balance, reached out for 
a supporting shoulder, muttered to his host, “Do you 
mind if I sit down?” Said the general, “You'd better 
lie down, Bob.” 

Again the comic was advised to “take it easy for the 
rest of the tour.” But again he couldn't resist the 
pleasure of hearing servicemen laugh. In Iceland, be- 
fore a large GI audience, he performed a strenuous 
dance with Elaine Dunn, then discovered that he had 
dissipated his remarkable recuperative power. He said 
nothing to the other members of his troupe, but, as he 
puts it, “I knew I had had it. I felt, however, that after 
two days’ rest in Palm Springs I could come out roar- 
ing like a tiger.” ’ 

Bob got his two days of Palm Springs rest but 
didn’t bounce back. One afternoon, after a round of 
golf at the Tamarisk Golf Club, his sight grew alarm- 
ingly fuzzy. Hope got in touch with his family phy- 
sician, Dr. Tom Hearn. Over the years, Dr. Hearn has 
seen to it that Hope has taken semiannual physical 
checkups, has cut down on his weight, has stayed in 
good shape despite his hectic schedule. 


Trip to the East 


Dr. Hearn examined his charge, noted the blood clot 
leading to the left eye. He sent Hope to Dr._Beigelman, 
who put the star on medication. For a while Hope’s vi- 
sion improved by the use of anticoagulants. Then, late 
in February, he suffered a relapse, imagined his hazy 
vision was spreading to both eyes. This prompted his 
doctors to fly him East for further consultation by 
specialists, who declared that- anticoagulants would 
do the trick and that no eye operation was called for. 
All Hope had to do, they said, was to take it easy. 

As a result Bob plans to do “everything I’ve always 
done, only less of it and slower. Instead of starting my 
next picture, Some Days It’s Feathers, this summer,” 
he explains “I'm gonna wait until fall. Instead of 
running out to Lakeside [his golf club in North Holly- 
wood] between scenes, playing a fast 18, then racing 
over to NBC for a TV rehearsal, then back to home and 
reading scripts all night—instead of that, I’m gonna 
get eight or nine hours of sleep each night. And I'm 
gonna relax.” 

Hope says it has been years since he has had time to 
find out how many rooms are in his house. “Now that 
I've found out,” he declares, “I don’t dare stop work- 
ing.” Hope’s house boasts 24 rooms, an outsize swim- 
ming pool, a sizable golf links and an adjacent building 
that houses his three secretaries and what other 
comedians consider his most valuable possession in 
life—an extensive indexed library of humor. 

Bob appears these days to be no different than he 
was before his illness. He insists that his personal 
philosophy—“Give yourself away to others”—remain 


- his guidepost to happiness. There is a sign on his 


bicycle, which he pedals from his dressing room to 
the sound stage, that best reflects his way of life. It 
reads: “Bob Hope—aAvailable for Coronations, Par- 
ties, Weddings, Bar Mitzvahs.” s

With thousands pouring into Wall Street each week, 
do not hesitate to ask yourself the above question

NEW YORK, N.Y. 
More than 10,000,000 Americans, the greatest total 
in history, own stocks and bonds today. At least 
500,000 investors are entering the market for the first 
time each year—about 2,000 each business day. 

These are among the most amazing facts of our 
economic life. Indeed, stock ownership on an individ- 
ual basis has become a prime concern of great masses 
of Americans. On ‘every social level—high, middle 
and low—you hear people talking investment. 

They have learned that their money can $e put to 
work for them to earn more money—and that this 
can substantially add to what they earn by the sweat 
of their brows. : | 

Of course, investment and money cause emotions 
to run high. Investment, too, connotes planning for 
old age, for children’s education, for the proverbial 
“rainy day.” Obviously, all these subjects, too, are 
supercharged with emotion. 

Yet, too many of us shy from the realities of finan- 
cia¥ planning for everyday life situations. Emotion- 
ally, many of us find it exceedingly difficult to sit 
down and plan for the future—or even the present. 

As a psychoanalyst as well as an investor, I have been 
asked by patients, friends and relatives, “How can I 
tell if I should be in the stock market? Will I be com- 
fortable and happy as an investor?” The questions are 
sound. For emotional preparedness can be as impor- 
tant, or even more important; than financial capability. 

Recognizing this, G. Keith Funston, president of 
the New York Stock Exchange, has said: “Some 
‘people aren’t temperamentally adjusted to the normal 
fluctuations of share ownership. If their stock goes up 


50 cents a share, they start pricing limousines and 
yachts. If it goes down 50 cents, they have fears of a 
major calamity.” 

How can you tell if you are temperamentally suited 
to be an investor? Ask yourself the following ques- 
tions. Your answers can help you decide. 


1. Do you have a healthy attitude about money? 

Money—how you feel about it and spend it—re- 
flects your personality. There are healthy and un- 
healthy feelings about money. For some people, money 
rouses fear, guilt, anger and resentment. These, of 
course, are unhealthy but extremely prevalent. 

Conversely, it is healthy to view money as part of 
ourselves, recognizing the effort and time expended to 
earn it. Our money is something we should respect as 
much as we respect ourselves. 

Thus, money should be considered as a means of 
fulfillment and of meeting family needs. Before in- 
vesting, you should have an adequate savings cushion 
—and adequate insurance. Never invest your grocery 
money. A reputable investment counselor can set you 
straight on the proper relationships for your income. 


2. De you understand clearly what your money 
can do for you? 

Bank deposits, savings bonds, insurance and real 
estate ownership—alVare sound, of course. To invest 
in stocks and bonds, and be comfortable about it, you 
should understand all these alternatives. 

. This is not to say that you must become a financial 
expert. Most of us, after all, have comparatively little 
time to devote to such a complex subject. 

However, you should have a basic understanding 
of the areas in which your money can be of significant 
service to your present and future hopes.

Advice, responsibility and faith 


One more consideration: if you believe the market 


to be a cold, distant world totally beyond your com- 
prehension, you are not likely to be a happy investor. 


3. Can you really accept advice? 

Some people, you know, seek advice but are in- 
capable of accepting it. This is dangerous for the in- 
vestor. He must be able to accept competent advice. 
One personality type runs special risks as an investor. 
This is the type who feels so self-sufficient he is un- 
able to listen to advice. He may feel that if he does, it 
is a sign of weakness. 

At the other extreme, we have the tip-prone indi- 
vidual who cannot hold still long enough to commit 
himself in any one direction. This person may be so 
insecure he pays heed to the last person who spoke to 
him most forcefully. 


4. Can you handle the responsibility of making a 
decision to invest? 

It is true that the broker is an expert, but you can- 
not abdicate your own responsibility in full concerning 
your money. If you do, you simply open the way to 
unhappiness. 

You should be prepared to learn something about 
the market so that you have a sense of knowing what 
it is all about, what considerations are behind the 
advice you are getting. The investor can use the broker 
as an all-knowing parent who is supposed to take care 
of him in any exigency, but this is far from healthy. 

After all, the investor is not a child. Final decisions 
should rest with him. This should be true in all our 
relations with experts. With each, we should balance 
our desire along with the advice we get. 


5. Do you honestly believe that you are an im- 
pregnable fortress? 

Life, of course, has its ups and downs, and our 
moods change with them. Some people have to feel 
that misfortune cannot befall them and that they do 
not make mistakes. They won't accept misfortune in 
terms of themselves. > 

“Oh, yes, I know such things occur,” they seem to 
say, “but they couldn’t happen to me.” 

If this js your attitude, think twice before invest- 
ing. The first break—if only a slight one—in the 
market might leave you feeling shocked and in despair. 

I know a man who became morose for weeks when 
the market dipped mildly. He has since recouped his 
losses and once again feels he is an impregnable for- 
tress. Like many others, he never learns. 


6. Will investing dominate your whole life? 

A man I know becomes dizzy and giddy when his 
stocks go up. “I feel I have had five martinis on .an 
empty stomach,” he says. This is hardly a normal re- 
action. 

This man is obsessed with the market. He eats, 
sleeps and dreams it. Of course, such total involve- 
ment can upset work efficiency and family life. 

One wife has told me that her husband refuses to 
talk to her on days when the market doesn’t fulfill his 
expectations. What he does is bark. As you can im- 
agine, this has not enhanced the marriage. | 

On the other hand is the individual who dismisses 
investment with the Pollyanna approach that every- 
thing inevitably works out for the best. 
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-you need these to be emotionally secure in the market 


Neither of these personality types is ideal as an 


investor. 


7. Do you feel the world is out to get you? 

I’m referring here to a type of individual with whom 
you are no doubt acquainted. This is the cynic who 
does not quite trust anything in life. 

This individual may feel deep down that almost 
everything that happens really is part of a plot to do 
him wrong. Investment included. Obviously, he will 
be as unhappy in the market as he is in other activities. 
Of course, some people are their own worst enemies. 
They have a meed to punish themselves. To them, 
investment can fit nicely into the pattern. No matter 
what happens, such persons can say that events failed 
to meet their expectations. 


8. Are you willing to take a chance? . 

Let's not lose sight of one fact that is basic. Invest- 
ment involves an element of chance, small in the case 
of so-called blue-chip stocks, much greater in specu- 
lative issues. But isn’t there risk, too, in crossing the 
street, getting married, holding a job or buying a 
house? 

You can increase the element of chance or decrease 
it, depending on your actions and attitudes. This, of 
course, is true in relation to the market. If you recog- 
nize this fundamental, you'll be a happier investor. 

A woman I know contends that “stocks aren’t safe; 
money in the bank is what counts.” If this is. your 
feeling,~you're likely to be better off keeping your 
money. right there—in the bank. 


9. Are you the type that demands quick results? 

Much has been said recently in newspapers about 
persons who invest in speculative stocks, sit back and 
think they are going to become rich overnight. Obvi- 
ously, this is dangerously naive. 

If you tend to be impatient, you would do well 
to view investing with great caution. Impatient per- 
sons often fret and sulk if their hopes are not realized 
immediately. They cannot tolerate the suspense of 
being in doubt. 


10. Do you view investment as something con- 
structive and not a mere gamble? 

Your answer inevitably is bound up in your own 
attitude toward our economic system and its future. 

A few days ago, a friend of mine said: “The stock 
market? That’s like going to the horse races. Don’t 
kid me. It’s gambling.” 

This, I’m afraid, is not an isolated viewpoint, rie 
ever erroneous it may be. If you believe this strongly, 
and you cannot be swerved, you will not have a healthy 
feeling about investment. 

This attitude reflects a basic lack of understanding. 
Persisting in it—and still investing—is likely to lead 
to emotional stress. | 


I believe these 10 questions—with your answers— 
can serve as a useful guide in answering our main 
question: Can you be happy as an investor? 

In the last analysis, though, you must answer two 
additional questions honestly and te your complete 
satisfaction: 

Do you have faith in our economic system? More 
important, do you have faith in yourself? =

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
America’s world-wide radar warning sys- 
tem, the costly, many-eyed watchdog that 
is to alert us to sudden attack, may be-all 
but worthless in today’s Missile Age. Our 
defense chiefs admit privately that our 
present radar is almost as outdated as a 
World War II bomber. , 

Here are the facts: . 

e Except for specialized transmitters in 
Turkey, Alaska and Massachusetts, exist- 
ing radar cannot follow missiles in flight. 
Even modern bombers can make radar, see 
double or doubt its eyes. Last summer, a 
supersonic B-58 winged back and forth 
across our northern radar line several times 
without crews below realizing it. 

e High-altitude nuclear explosions can 
create an electronic fog that will blind 
radar equipment —- temporarily on some 
frequencies, for days on others, and in any 
case long enough for an enemy to launch 
a missile armada. 

e Today's radar can be jammed by elec- 
tronic interference, confused by twists in 
an object's flight path, thrown out of kilter 
by fleets of meaningless decoy missiles. 

Yet despite these shortcomings; more 
radar antennas continue to sprout around 
the world. Here is an inventory of the

being extended westward along the Aleu- 


tians and eastward across Greenland. 

Backstopping it is a radar chain across 
Canada’s middle, with loose ends dangling 
down the Alaskan coast and the Labrador 
coast. 

The Navy flies a 90-plane radar patrol in 
the North Atlantic and North Pacific, sup- 
plemented by radar picket ships. And the 
armed services man lookouts at key points 
around the world. | 


Millions Down the Drain? 


The total cost would be impossible to 
compute. The DEW line alone cost $545 
million. Yet all this expensive equipment 
- becomes of less and less value with every 
passing day. 

From the father of radar himself comes 
verification of the discouraging word. Brit- 
ish inventor Sir Robert Watson-Watt told 
PARADE flatly that our present radar de- 
fense system is “far advanced toward obso- 
lescence.” He was hardly more encouraging 
about new, superpowered radar. “At best,” 
Sir Robert said, “this is a very expensive 
way to get a still inadequate warning.” 
Pressed for a solution, he confessed: “I 
have no technical tricks to offer.”

tests northeast of the Caspian Sea. Another 


supertransmitter in the Aleutians has 
caught glimpses of warheads plunging 
back into the atmosphere. , 

Forty times more powerful than these 
will be the outposts of the projected Bal- 
listic Missile Early Warning System — 
B-MEWS, in military jargon. An experi- 
mental transmitter at Westford, Mass., last 
February sent a radar beam 27,500,000 
miles to the planet Venus. It also has 
tracked missiles launched from “Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., more than 1,000 miles 
down the coast. 

Three B-MEWS stations will be erected. 
The first, near Thule, Greenland, should 
be ready in September, 1960; the second 
will open near Clear, Alaska, a year later; 


the third will be built in northern Britain .

B-MEWS might be further along today 
if the project had not been plagued by 
delays at the outset. Conceived in 1955, 


‘it never got off the drawing boards until 


the first Soviet sputnik was launched 
October 4, 1957. 

But by the time it is completed, will 
B-MEWS also be “far advanced toward 
obsolescence”? For even with its improve- 
ments, the system will not be foolproof. 

Aside from jamming or interference by 
radioactive clouds, B-MEWS can be de- 
ceived by decoys. Each attacking warhead 


could be accompanied by a shower of .

The most effective weapon against radar 
appears to be the high-altitude nuclear 


-burst. This was demonstrated by Opera- 
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tion Hardtack in the Pacific a year ago and 
by Project Argus in the Atlantic last fall. 
When nuclear rockets are exploded at 
great heights, the shower of charged par- 
ticles shuts out most radar vision. High- 
frequency tadar soon penetrates the elec- 
tronic fog, but low-frequency radar re- 
mains clouded for hours, sometimes days.

The SAGE brain, though not quick- 
thinking enough to cope with 15,000 
m.p.h. missiles, has proved that it can do 
its complex mathematics fast enough to 
intercept a bomber 1,200 miles ‘away. : 

And if the U.S. is troubled by its radar, 
the Russians are not even as well off. 
Slightly behind us in radar, they are rac- 
ing for more farsighted radar and more 
sophisticated brains to control it. As things 
stand now, Air Force experts estimate, not 
more than four of 100 bombers could get 
through to Moscow. Allen Dulles, chief of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, says the 
Russians have spent $40 to $50 billions on 
what the U.S. has spent to defend the 
whole continent. But in the Missile Agé, 


. these defenses, too, might be out of date. 


Satellites on Watch 


While radar can be tricked, blinded and 
confused, defense experts point out that 
this has its positive side. Radar clouding, 
tampering or jamming would constitute its 
own warning of a nuclear onslaught. Al- 
though clouded radar could not tally the 
number or direction of the attackers, the 
very fact of its confusion would put the 
U.S. on alert. And the Strategic Air Com- 
mand then could be on its way to retaliate. 

And when the missile does finally take 
over the first line of offense from the jet 
bomber, radar still will be needed to fore- 
stall any sneak attack by jets. 

That's why the Defense Department is 
not letting up on its drive to install B- 
MEWS stations. It also is looking ahead to 

Project Midas, the code name for a galaxy 
of satellites that will be on constant watch 
for hostile warheads. But Project Midas 


still lies far in the future. 


Meanwhile, the defense chiefs say, the 
risk lies in placing too much reliance on 
radar—in generating a Maginot line men- 
tality built around an outmoded concept 
with obvious shortcomings. The power to 
strike back, in their view, is still Amer- 
ica’s best defense—and the country’s best 
deterrent to attack. |

Van Cliburn, a 24-year-old native of Kilgore, Tex., 
has had one of the most meteoric careers of our time. 
Since he won the first prize in the Soviet Union's in- 
ternational Tchaikovsky competition in Moscow last 
year, his lanky frame topped by a thatch of curly, blond 
hair has became as familiar and beloved to the Ameri- 
can public as that of a movie star. Here he tells 
PARADE readers what his triumph has meant to him. 


66 O I LIKE MY SUCCESS?” This is a question I 
Dp am frequently asked. 

It is put to me so often because of the many stories 
in motion pictures and over television in which the 
hero discovers that success is.a bitter gift, a burden. 
Isn’t it possible, then, to enjoy success? Those who ask 
it seem to doubt that the answer could possibly be in 
the affirmative. 

Of course, success can be enjoyed. But not when 


success, as is so often the case, is equated with fame’ 
and fortune. Those who can’t enjoy their success are 
the ones who fail to see that money serves only to 
make life easier, to help out with the little things. It 
could be gone tomorrow. 

To have beautiful clothing and expensive cars is 
not uncommon today. But they are only materialistic 
symbols. The man who tries to bedeck his wife with 
jewels, to install himself in a mansion, to be considered 
a figure of glamor, winds up discontented and unful- 
filled because he has found nothing to quench the 
thirst for satisfaction within himself. ; 

Fame and fortune cannot provide peace within the 
restless vitals of the human heart. Fame cannot di- 
minish one’s hopes. Challenges cannot be overcome by 
a wave of popularity. Being in the limelight is almost 
like being under anesthésia, which wears off when 
you remember the days of the turmoil and heartache. 


But the same turmoil and heartache are still there for 


the express purpose_of reminding humanity that no 
one ever lived to whom all fulfillment was given. 

I can listen to a passage inthe Brahms Intermezzo, 
Opus 118, No: 6, and realize just how finite is the 
human being. No one possesses that much. strength, 
power or divine maturity solely within himself to play 
the role of God. 

Whether one can bear success depends on whether 
one has a superficial desire to be successful according 
to the standards of superficial men, or to be a person 
aiming for great objectives completely outside oneself. 

One’s goals must be fastened to higher peaks. For 
anything you want, you must sacrifice. For every new 
attainmeht, you must pay handsomely in some way or

Success, for me, then, was not in winning some- 
thing but rather my decision, made 21 years before, 
to go to the piano and practice. 

It’s important to remember that the evaluation of 
success depends largely on one’s upbringing. 


Life in a Small Town 


I’ve always been a gregarious person, partly because 
I was brought up in a small town where everyone knew 
everybody else. It doesn’t make any difference to me 
to be stopped on the streets of a big city and asked for 
my autograph. I’m terribly interested in humanity and 
appreciative that it is interested in me. 

It’s a matter of what you have been taught from 
infancy to enjoy. A reporter once asked me if I found 
it thrilling to be able to “live and eat luxuriously and 
mingle with world-famous figures.” 

My great-great-great-grandfather on my father’s side 
was William Claiborne, first secretary of the state of 
Virginia. My maternal great-grandfather was Dr. S. G. 
O'Bryan, who was a co-founder of Baylor University 
in Waco, Tex. 

As a child I was exposed to the niceties. While we 
certainly weren't wealthy we were comfortable. One’s 
inner security is not determined by whether one eats in 
the most expensive restaurant or the Automat. One’s 
security is measured by being able to adapt oneself to 
any situation or locale. 

As a little boy, I can vividly remember being enter- 
tained by “Brother Sam” Rayburn in the speaker's 
chambers of the House of Representatives because he 
knew my grandfather, Col. W. C. O’Bryan, a senior 


* Texas legislator when Mr. Rayburn was just begin- 


ning. 
My mother was a concert pianist before she was 


.married. She studied with Artur Friedheim, who had 


been a pupil and private secretary to Liszt. Friedheim 
said she was one of the greatest talents he had known. 

It’s difficult for me, even now, to realize that what 
has happened to me could have happened to a serious 
classical musician. I’m neither a movie star nor a poli- 
tician. What my success means is that music is not 
over the heads. of the people. It proves that man’s basic 
need for great art is becoming more widespread. In 
this firm conviction lies the mission of the serious 
artist. , 

Success need not be a hollow triumph for anyone 
if he will accept three facts: 

1) There is no such thing as the hidden light in 
the garret. Today many doors can be opened in this 
land of opportunity. 

2.) Glamor is an illusion and not a goal. 

3.) There is no way to inner satisfaction except by

NEED you, Mickey Mantle needs you, 

Ted Williams needs you. In fact, all of 
baseball needs you—for you pay our salaries. 
Yet, amazingly, many baseball owners go on 
thinking that all they need to offer you—in 
this day of TV, CinemaScope and a hundred 
new leisuretime activities—are mnine-or-so 
innings of baseball. 

Entertain baseball fans? Put them at ease, 
make them comfortable? Nonsense! Just give 
‘em a game of baseball—brilliant baseball, 
indifferent baseball or bad baseball. It makes 
no difference. If the game is a bore (for base- 
ball, like all sports, isn’t always exciting), 
that’s your tough luck. Try again. 

I am afraid, though, that some fans are 
not trying again. And I think that’s too bad 
because there isn’t a better buy for your en- 
tertainment dollar than baseball—provided 
you're entertained. 

We can’t guarantee that every baseball 
game will be a pulse-thumping thriller. But 
we can make sure that you 1) are as com- 


fortable as possible and 2) get as much fun | 


as possible. 

Yet, say my critics, I’m “making a travesty 
of the game” when I try to make a ball park a 
happy, exciting place to be. Well, let me leave 
it up to you. Here are some services— no 
pipedreams—that I am giving Sox fans, serv- 
ices I feel every fan should be getting. They 
may not all work — but they show we're 
trying. ; 
1) An easy way to buy good tickets. Re- 
cently we started a system that allows folks 
in the suburbs, as far as 60 miles from the 
ball park, to pick out seats just as though 
they were at the box office. Ticket counters 
in suburban shopping centers are hooked up 
by direct wire with our bex office. You tell the 
clerk the seat or location you want, and she 
checks by wire to see if it’s available. If it is, 
she fills in the seat number on a blank ticket 
(while our box office stamps the printed 
ticket as sold). You are saved the bother of 
waiting for your tickets to come through the 
mails, or a long trip into the city for tickets 
that may be sold when you get there. 


2) Better parking areas. We now have 
valets who personally park your car. You 
drive up to the main gate, you leave your car 
with a boy who parks it and you walk right 
into the stadium. After the game you give the 
boy your ticket and he brings back your car. 
You are spared a walk of several hundred 
yards to the stadium after parking the car, an- 
other long walk trying to find it again. 

We need bigger parking areas, as most ball 
clubs do. But instead of just moaning, we're

doing something about it. We will soon have 
parking space about a half-mile from the 
field. Our customers will park there and be 
put on shuttle buses to get them to the 
stadium. 

3) A clean ball park. How many times have 
you found that your chair at a game was 
badly in need of a scrubbing? And how niany 
times have you had to send your suit to the 
cleaners after a day at the ball park? At our 
Comiskey Park, every seat that we expect to 
be used is wet-mopped just before the fans ar- 
rive. We can’t all have shiny new stadiums— 
but we can have clean ones. 

For the ladies, incidentally, we will have 
the finest ladies’ rooms in baseball by the end 
of this season. Decorated in a feminine coral | 
hue, they're fitted with make-up tables and 
full-length mirrors. I am not the first busi- 
nessman who has discovered that if a wife

likes your product, so will her husband. 


4) An entertaining game. Fewer and 
fewer people go to the ball park' any more 
to watch “inside baseball”—how the Sox 
pull a hit-and-run or how Luis Aparicio 
steals a base. Most fans are there for a 
few hours’ fun—not education. And base- 
ball, more often than not, is fun.

But when the baseball stops— between 
innings or between the games of a double- 


header—I don’t think the fun should stop. . 


So I have come up with ways to keep my 
customers entertained, like — 

e Buying everybody a cold drink on 
opening day this year to toast the Sox. 

e Serenading the fans with five or six 
small bands. The strolling musicians greet 
the fans as they enter the park, then roam 
through the stands playing requests. 

e Staging fashion shows for the ladies 
on Mother's Day. 

e Setting off fireworks. 


e Handing out weird, laugh-making 
prizes. Recently we gave away 1,000 
frankfurters to one prize winner, 1,000 
bags of peanuts to another and 1,000 
tickets to a ball game to a third. Now un- 
derstand: These are not bribes to lure 
people into the park since the prizes really 


aren't very valuable. After all, what does - 


a man do with 1,000 frankfurters? And 
how do you get 1,000 people to trail along 
with you to a ball game? When we an- 
nounce such prizes—and we're likely to 
announce them at any time—the fans get 
a laugh. They've had some extra fun, 
which means I’ve done my job. 

Football owners have long known all 
this. When action stops on the gridiron at 
the end of the half, the entertainment 
doesn’t stop. The owners put on marching 
bands, fireworks, all kinds of spectacular 
displays. Yet nobody says they're making 
a travesty of the game of football. 

But I don’t fret about what my critics 
say. I make mistakes, like everybody else,

but I have pretty solid proof that we're do- 
ing a good job here. My proof is what the 
White Sox fans themselves tell me. Dur- 
ing every game I sit in the grandstands or 
bleachers. And I listen—and listen hard 
—to my customers. If there is a service 
they should be getting but aren't, I make 
darn sure I try to get it for them. 


when he ran the Cleveland Indians ond the St. 
Lovis Browns, Veeck once startled baseball by 
hiring a midget to go to bat as a pinch hitter. 


(I’ve got some brand-new ideas that 
will really shock my critics. But when I 
spring them this summer, I think the fans 
are going to like them.) 

Maybe more owners should spend a day 
in the stands, listening to what their fans 
want—but are not getting. The owners 
just might learn a few things. ®

Funguses found in for- 
ests, like their relatives that take the form of yeast or 
mold, get their carbohydrates and proteins ready - made. 
Wooded areas offer two sources of these foods. The 
sources are living trees, and dead wood and leaves. The 
fungus at upper left draws on live trees, damaging them. 
All the other funguses on the page take their carbo- 
hydrates and proteins from non-living sources, and thus 
often are beneficial scavengers.

ONE OF THE DODGER FIGHTS on the baseball field 

has been as protracted—or as bitter—as their strug- 

gle to build a new stadium on disputed property in 

Chavez Ravine in Los Angeles. The latest rhubarb occurred 

whén the city council investigated the manner in which 12 

sons were forcibly ejected from their Chavez Ravine 
gmes, which were then leveled by bulldozers. 

The trouble centered on two houses once owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Manuel Arechiga, elderly leaders of those 
resisting eviction. The property had been acquired by the 
city through condemnation. In one home a daughter, Mrs. 
Aurora Vargas, 38 years old and widowed, refused to obey 
the eviction notice. She was carried out kicking and 
screaming by deputy sheriffs, after the door of the house 
had been smashed in. Mrs. Vargas, her sister, Mrs. Vic- 
toria Angustian, and their six children then moved to a tent 
pitched near the demolished home, where Mrs. Angustian 
was born 29 years ago. Health officials called the tent 
unsanitary and ordered the family to abandon it. 

City Councilman John C. Holland, who had voted 
against the city’s baseball contract with the Dodgers, called

Beside tent where they spent the night, the 
Chavez Ravine last-standers regroup to ponder 
their next move. One of them has prepared out- 
door fire for cooking. Mayor Norris Poulson, called 
before the city council meeting investigating the 
evictions, said: “We made sure housing was 
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the eviction “one of the most sadistic pieces of cruelty I 
have ever witnessed.” Officials patiently pointed out the 
Arechigas had been living rent-free for six years on the land, 
which had been condemned by the city housing authority in 
1951 and sold to the city in 1955 for use as a recreational 
facility. The Chavez Ravine deed, however, restricted the 
site to “public uses.” 

The Dodgers entered the scene when they moved their 
National League franchise from Brooklyn and opened the 
1958 season in Los Angeles. In a complicated deal, the 
city conveyed, with promise of improvement, some 300 acres 
of the site to the ers in exchange for Wrigley Field in 
Los Angeles, a base installation once owned by the 
Chicago Cubs. Also, the Dodgers are to build a $500,000 
public recreation center and maintain it for 20 years. The 
deal was approved in a referendum, but has been beset 
by numerous legal challenges. The Dodgers hope to build 
a $12,000,000 stadium seating 50,000 on the site by the 1960 
season's opener. Meanwhile, the Dodgers are playing their 


home games in the city’s sun-baked Memorial Coliseum.

It brought in a 
distinguished three-man jury—Aaron Bohrod, in- 
ternationally known Wisconsin painter; Alfred V. 
Frankenstein, San Francisco art critic, author and 
teacher, and Laurence Sickman, director of the Nel- 
son-Atkins Galleries at Kansas City. 

The top prize, $350, went to Carolyn Gassan 
Plochmann of Carbondale, Illinois, a young painter 
well known in St. Louis who won second place last 
year. The three prize- winners will be added to last 
year's winners in the Temple's growing art collec- 
tion. When the Temple moves to its new quarters 
in Creve Coeur, in about two years, its Old Testament 
art will be exhibited in its own museum, in corridor 
space and in classrooms. :

mals have been forced to flee the jungle as the 
lake forms, many being trapped on islands. 


UNIQUE BALL-AND-CHAIN METHOD is be- 
ing used to clear 100,000 acres of African bush- 
land for a 3500 - square - mile, man - made lake 

in Rhodesia. The water of the Zambesi River rising 
behind the new Kariba Dam is causing the evacuca- 
tion of about 50,000 natives and forcing the animals 
of the teeming jungle to head for higher ground. 
The dam, located near Victoria Falls, will form a 
lake 175 miles long and 20 miles wide. It will pro 
vide cheap electricity for the nearby copper mines 
and industries. Lake Kariba also is expected to 
provide a new industry—fishing. The 420-foot-high 
dam, higher than Egypt's Aswan Dam, is expected 
to cost about $316,000,000 dollars.
